r.ipital punishm ent tried In every way 
Possible to keep those who are in favor 
of it from bringing a vote on the sec- 
, r.d reading- of the Stubbs bill their 
rfiortP failed and the vote w as taken 
after four hours and a half of debate 
Biit! filibustering and resulted, ayes 39, 
nays 1’3.

Senator T anquary’s bill, which is an 
employer’s liability act and provides 
that an employe shall have right of ac­ 
tion against his em ployer for Injury 
resulting from negligence of his em ­ 
ployer or any fellow employe, occupied 
tho rest of the day. 
Senator Evans 
f-;oke against the bill from a farm er’s 
tuint of view. 
He said: “Suppose a 
fanner employs men to load hay and 
one falls off the wagon and falls on a 
Pitchfork and is 
killed, 
the farm er 
■"ould be liable for any am ount of dam ­ 
ages.” Senator Barela was In favor of 
iiie bill in its application to railroads 
a n d other big corporations, but not as 
regards industrial employers. 
He rc- 
f r r e d to a num ber of men who v*ere 
f i t t i n i r on the side seats as lobbyists, 
b it said he was not afraid of being put 
on the blacklist. Senator B arela moved 
nri am endment to strike out the word 
"Individuals” m aking the bill read that 
every corporation or com pany who may 
employ, 
etc. 
A 
discussion 
followed 
which led to a num ber of personal re­ 
marks between some of the members. 
Barela’s am endm ent w as lost by a 
v o t e of 18 to 10. 
Senator Clayton of- 
feied an am endm ent to leave the word 
"individual" out and insert the word 
inpioying.” 
The senator made his 
Initiatory speech of the session in sup- 
t ort of his am endm ent, but it was lost 
by a vote of 19 to 12. The bill w as then 
carried by a vote of 23 to 10. 


The following are some of the bills 
introduced in the senate: W est, provid­ 
ing money for the Soldiers’ and Sail­ 
ors' home; Newell, to regulate the buy- 
luir and selling of ore. 


The following were Introduced in the 
house: Sprague, relating to the ex­ 
penses of boards of county visitors;

pointm ent of a state superintendent of 
banks; Sprague, relating to the poor of 
the several counties of the state; K en­ 
nedy, providing for a board of exam ­ 
iners for the state board of engineers; 
Cannon, to prevent the operation of s a ­ 
loons, dance halls,

school; Ballinger, concerning the re­ 
dem ption of certain outstanding w ar­ 
rants.

The re­ 
port was sim ilar to the bill, in th a t it 
was humorous. 


Mr. M artin, chairm an of the house 
com m ittee to investigate the workings 
of the M cCreery law, called up the re­ 
port which w as laid on the table last 
week. 
He then moved to Indefinitely 
postpone the entire m atter. His motion 
prevailed. 
This will, 
it is thought, 
settle the em ployment question of the 
house.

MONTGOMERY’S BILL 


Details of H is Proposed M easure Re­ 
lating to M arriage Licenses 
and Conditions Thereto.

Denver, Jan. 29.—Speaker M ontgom­ 
ery introduced a bill yesterday which 
may prove a burden to lovers. 
The 
bill is entitled ‘‘An act to regulate the 
granting of m arriage licenses and to 
provide modes of procedure and pen­ 
alties for the violation 
of 
its pro­ 
visions.” 


The bill provides for a commission to 
be known as the county board of m ed­ 
ical exam iners, to be composed of three 
reputable physicians. This board shall 
be appointed by the county judge. The 
board shall pass upon all applications 
for license to m arry and no license shall 
„e granted unless the parties have a 
certificate, signed by this board, setting 
forth that the man is not less than 25 
and the woman not less than 21 years 
old. and th at the parties are free from 
the following diseases: Dipsomania, or­ 
ganic or true insanity, hereditary in­ 
sanity, tuberculosis of the lungs, or 
other vital organs, hereditary asthm a, 
epilepsy and contagious or hereditary 
blood diseases. 


The certificate m ust also show that 
there Is no blood relationship between 
the contracting parties nearer than the 
fourth degree. 
The bill provides th a t 
no license shall be Issued to any person 
who has a reputation for moral deprav­ 
ity or who shall 
be on 
trial, under 
bonds, or in prison to answ er for a fel­ 
ony. The board is given full power to 
refuse all applications th at would be 
likely to entail defectiveness or degen­ 
eracy upon the offspring. The bill pro­ 
vides th a t a woman who is 45 years oid 
will not be compelled to stand a medi­ 
cal exam ination. 
Should the parties 
knowingly conceal any defects that 
they may have, the judge of the district 
court may at any time annul the m ar­ 
riage. The members of the board shall 
hold their office three years. 
The bill 
provides that all adverse reports on 
m arriage licenses shall be public prop­ 
erty and shall be open to the inspection 
of all Interested persons. 


It provides th at those who are re­ 
fused m ay appear and shall have the 
light to dem and a trial by the district 
court. 
At such a time one-half of the 
m em bers of such jury shall be regu­ 
larly practicing physicians. 


Those who wish to get m arried m ust 
advertise the fact in a new spaper of 
general circulation for 10 days previous 
to their application for a license. The 
tiill provides that the sum of $15 shall 
be deposited with the board to cover 
the expenses of the exam ination. 
If 
the license is refused the money m ust 
be returned. The board shall m eet up­ 
on the first and third Tuesday of each 
m onth. 
The bill 
provides 
th at the 
county clerk shall charges the appli­ 
cants $10 for their license. The act is 
to take effect Sept. 13, 1901.

FIRE IN D ES MOINES 


C A U SE D A H E A V Y LO SS 


Des Moines, la., Jan . 29.—Fire, which 
broke out early this m orning in F rankel 
Uros.’ departm ent store, corner Sixth 
and W alnut streets, destroyed over a 
half million dollars’ w orth of property. 


The fire w as first discovered by a 
Patrolman a t 3:05 a. m. in the corner 
of the clothing departm ent, coming di­ 
rect from the basem ent. It w as but a 
moment before the whole building w as 
in flames. 
Every available firem an in 
the 
city 
w as 
ordered 
out, but the 
• iructure w as doomed before they a r­ 
rived and th eir attention w as largely 
devoted to saving the adjoining stru ct­ 
ures, consisting of the De M oines N a­ 
tional bank, the U tica C lothing com­ 
pany and the Seeley departm ent store. 


By 6 o'clock a solitary w all of the slx- 
story F rankel building’ w as left stand- 
1[>g, and the.firem en pulled th at down. 
Not a dollar of the $250,000 stock w as 
saved and the-destruction oi th e prop- 
fcrty is complete. ■ 


The First National bank building, 
which is directly aoross the street, 
caught Are, but ^ftee a hard struggle 


w as saved, although dam aged to the 
extent of several thousand dollars. The 
U tica Clothing com pany and the Seeley 
departm ent store, upon the adjoining 
corners, suffered sim ilarly In the dam ­ 
age to stocks and fixtures. 


The loss to the Frankels is estim ated 
at $375,000, consisting of $225,000 on the 
stock and $125,000 on the building. The 
firm has announced already th a t they 
will rebuild. 


The destruction of the electric, tele­ 
phone and telegraph w ires as a conse­ 
quence of the fire led to a tem porary 
abandonm ent of the street car service 
and the operation of m any factories de­ 
pendent upon power furnished them.

said, his race had accomplished in the 
¿ace of alm ost Insurm ountable obsta­ 
cles—lynchlngs, burnings,‘"disfranchise­ 
m ent, and notw ithstanding the fact 
th a t the door of every trade w as closed 
against the colored man. 
The colored 
man, he said, who had done the coun­ 
try ’s work for two and a half centuries, 
would not alw ays rem ain poor. There 
was plenty of room at the top and the 
negro w as climbing. 


He spoke, he said in behalf of an 
outraged, broken-hearted, bruised and 
bleeding people, but a faithful and in ­ 
dustrious one. On their behalf he asked 
no special favors, but only a fair field. 


As Mr. W hite finished the public gal­ 
leries, which were Allied w ith colored 
people, applauded vigorously. 


Bureau of Animal Industry. 


Mr. Corliss (Mich.) made an attack 
upon the work of the bureau of animal 
Industry. 
The grow th of this bureau 
aTid the appropriations thertfor, he de­ 
clared, w ere altogether too rapid. 
He 
made a point of order against the in­ 
crease of the salary of the chief of the 
bureau from $4,000 to $4,500 and It went 
out of the bill. 
He also moved to cut 
down the appropriation for the bureau 
from $1,750,000 to $1.000,000. 


Mr. W adsw orth

tion. The latter expressed his surprise 
th a t Mr. Corliss’ attem p t a t retrench­ 
m ent should come In connection w ith 
the arlcultural departm ent, of all de­ 
partm ents, and in this particular bu­ 
reau of all bureaus. 
This bureau, he 
said, had done more good than all the 
others. 
The countries which were to ­ 
day taking our m eat products espe­ 
cially Germany, were especially Inclined 
to m ake w ar upon our meat, so there 
w as absolute necessity for the strictest 
sort of surveillance.

TO MAINTAIN 
MONEY PARITY 


Representative Overstreet’s Re­ 
port Upon His Bill. 


EXPLANATIVE 
OF 
MEASURE 


Silver Dollars to be Exchanged for 
Gold at the Treasury Upon De­ 
mand of the Holder. 


W ashington, Jan. 2D.—The report of 
R epresentative O verstreet of Indiana, 
upon the bill which he was authorized 
by the banking com mittee to report to 
the house “to m aintain the parity of 
the money of the United States." was 
presented to the house today. The re­ 
port declares that the bill “reaffirms 
the declarations of the United States 
to m aintain the parity of all forms of 
money w ith the gold standard value 
and m akes provision whereby the p ar­ 
ity of tin.' silver dollars may be m ain­ 
tained by exchange for guld at the 
treasury upon demand of the holder.” 


Mr. Overstreet continues: 
j.ne only reasonable and scientific 
method for m aking absolute provision 
for the parity is by providing that the 
silver dollars shall be exchangeable for 
gold at the treasury upon dem and of 
the holder. 
In this way the declared 
purpose of the governm ent to main 
such parity will be made operative by 
direct and simple methods, which will 
at all tim es dem onstrate the existence 
of the parity. The purpose of the gov­ 
ernm ent as declared by congress should 
be coupled 
with a provision of law 
authorizing the secretary of the treas­ 
ury to carry into effect such purpose 
by some reasonable, overt act which 
shall show the ability and readiness of 
the governm ent at all limes to put 
such purpose into practice." 


The first section of the bill grants 
this authority to the secretary of the 
treasury “who is hereby directed at 
the dem and of the holder to exchange 
gold coin for standard silver dollars 
when presented to the treasury of the 
United States in sum s of not less than 
60 dollars." 


It Is declared that m aking silver dol­ 
lars exchangeable for gold coin at the 
treasury would not change existing con­ 
ditions in any m aterial respect except 
in the Increased degree of confidence 
inspired am ong the public in the ch ar­ 
acter of sliver money. 


The report points out that the wide 
distribution of the silver certificates 
and their small denom inations made it 
practically impossible lo gather them 
together 
for 
presentation 
In 
large 
am ounts to the treasury. It shows that 
the silver certificates of denom inations 
of $10 or ¡css have risen since the su m ­ 
m er of 1893 from about $240.000,000 to 
$358,000,000, while the. higher denom ina­ 
tions have fallen by about $22,000,000, 
and am ount to only $69,000,000. 
It says 
th at a heavy dem and fell upon the 
treasury during the panic, years for 
hoarding, which would be avoided if all 
the money of the United S tates were 
equally good. 


The reports refer 
to 
the 
present 
strong position of the United States by 
reason of balance of trade am ounting 
upon the face of the m erchandise move­ 
m ent to more than two thousaJid mil­ 
lions of dollars during the past four 
years, and m aintain th at increase of 
m onetary pressure and dem and for gold 
in other countries, the gold stock of the 
United 
States 
would be am ply pro­ 
tected by the ability of American finan­ 
ciers to raise the interest rate and bid 
against other countries for the yellow 
metal. A careful exam ination of exist­ 
ing facts, it is declared, will dem on­ 
strate the proposed law will not In­ 
crease the burden upon the treasury. 
The report says In conclusion: 


“Under existing conditions and law 
the treasury sustains a burden upon 
the gold reserve equal to the total 
am ount of outstanding United States 
notes, treasury notes of 1890. bank notes 
and silver currency of the country. 


“W hat is proposed by the pending bill 
Is to give such a homogeneous ch ar­ 
acter to all the money of the United 
States th at all of It will be regarded 
as good as gold and th a t none of It 
will be 
discrim inated 
against 
from 
d istrust of Its perm anent parity with 
gold. If this result Is accomplished, tho 
dem and for gold upon the treasury 
under the most serious conditions of 
commercial panic would be limited in 
dem and for export, or in other words 
to the excess of tho whole volume of 
the currency above the needs of a per­ 
iod of business depression.”

TALK OF EXTRA SE SSIO N 


The Executive and Congress Are Both Seriously Discuss­ 
ing Its Wisdom But With No Conclusion. 


W ashington. Jan 26.—That senators 
regard seriously the prospect of an ex ­ 
tra session of congress In view of the 
president’s urgent recom m endation of 
legislation concerning the Philippine is­ 
lands w as shown today by the activity 
of those who desire to avoid an e x ­ 
tra session. 
The speculation concern- 
I ing the probability of a called session 
w as rendered more definite by the fact 
that senators known to he generally 
well Informed concerning the president's 
plans joined In the discussion of the 
outlook. 
Careful Inquiry also 
developed 
the 
fact that the president has ca n v a ss­ 
ed 
the 
subject 
with 
a 
few 
senators. 
He 
docs 
not 
appear 
to 
have 
Indicated 
any 
fixed 
deter­ 
m ination ot issuing a call but rather to 
have consulted them as to the ad visa­ 
bility of such a proceeding. 
In all 
such instances he seem s to have had 
the n ecessity ot the Philippine legisla­ 
tion in view and senators generally e x ­ 
press the opinion that in case a m eet­ 
ing Is called the Philippine question 
will receive the lion’s share of a tten ­ 
tion. 
The urgency of the adm inistration 


on this point is due to the Importuning 
of the Taft com m ission, the mem liers 
of which appear to have supplem ented 
their official recom m endations for early 
action w ith private letters not only to 
the president but the m em bers of the 
cabinet and senators as well. 
They in­ 
sist upon the early recognition of the 
civil rights of the Filipinos and a gov­ 
ernment for them other than m ilitary 
in form. 
Senators who have concerned them ­ 
selves with these m atters have can ­ 
vassed the senate som ew hat today as 
to the possibility of getting legislation 
before the fourth of March in the line 
of that contem plated by the Spooner 
bill; 
but they have received very lit­ 
tle encouragem ent. 
One senator who 
has given m uch attention to the P h il­ 
ippine question said that any legisla­ 
tion attem pted on the subject of g ov­ 
ernm ent for the Philippines necessarily 
would cause prolonged debate. 
"The senate would talk a month on 
a resolution declaring that the Philip- 
jilnes are the Philippines" said one sen ­ 
ator, as an illustration ot his idea of 
the hopelessness of securing action be­ 
fore the conclusion of the present ses­ 


sion. 
Senators are divided upon the ques­ 
tion of the necessity of congressional 
action upon tho Cuban 
constitution. 
Som e of them contend that 
congress 
will hot be called upon to act in any 
w ay upon the constitution. 
Others ad­ 
m it the correctness of tho view to the 
e.xtent of sa.ving congressional action 
will not be com pulsory but they ad ­ 
vance the Idea that the president will 
desire to have congress share the re­ 
sponsibility of w hatever siep m ay be 
taken with reference to 
the 
Cuban 
governm ent. 
They also suggest 
the 
possibility that som ething in the Cuban 
constllution may require close scrutiny 
and they argue that if congressional 
action should prove to be necessary, it 
would not be fair to the Cubans to 
postpone it until next December. 
The senators who oppose the ship 
subsidy bill are opposed 
to an extra 
•session and will do all they can to 
prevent the calling of one. 
Upon the whole the m ost that can be 
said is that both the execu tive and con­ 
gress are discu ssing the wisdom of an 
extra session and that no conclusion 
has been reached on the point. 


Death of the Composer Verdi Brings 
Sorrow to His Countrymen— 
Senatorial Eulogies. 
Jlllan, Jan, 27.—A lthough preceded by 
a struggle for life that lasted two days, 
Verdi’s death, v'hen it cam e, w as peace­ 
ful. 
He did not regain consciousness. 
W hen he passed aw av he w as sur­ 
rounded 
by relatives 
and 
Intim ate 
friends. 
The announcem ent 
of 
his 
death crcated great em otion. Theaters, 
pleasure resorts and m any stores were 
closed and nearly all the prom inent 
residences were draped. 
Today the city authorities published 
eulogistic 
proclam ations w hich were 
posted throughout Milan. 
K ing Victor Em m anuel sen t to the 
fam ily a telegram of condolence on be­ 
half of him self and Queen H elena, sa y ­ 
ing: 
"We join in the hom age, regrets and 
adm iration offered by Italy and the 
civilized world to the im m ortal m em - 
orv of Verdi. 
The 
nation and 
the 
glorious art ot our country have su f­ 
fered a loss so serious that it is V;”- 
yond repair.” 
In his w ill Verdi asks that the fun­ 
eral m ay be "very m odest." 
He su g ­ 
gests that it take place either at day­ 
break or eventide and th at the cere­ 
mony be w ithout m usic. 
"The chantin g of two priests, tw o 
candles and a cross w ill suffice," he 
wrote. 
M any legacies were left to friends. 
■ fhe date of the funeral has not been 
fixed, but it will probably be W ednea- 
dav or Thursday. 
The interm ent will 
be in the chapel of the retreat for in­ 
digent m usicians, which ^'erdi estab ­ 
lished. 
The Scala theater will reopen after 
the funeral w ith a perform ance in aid 
ot the m onum ent fund.

SENATOR STEWART’S BILL 
TO AMEND MINING LAWS

AVashington, D, C., Jan. 27.—The text 
of Senator S tew art’s bill to am end tha 
m ining law s of the U nited S tates d is­ 
closes one of the m ost radical m ining 
m easures 
proposed 
in 
congress 
for 
m any years. 
The bill provides as fol­ 
lows: 
That no person shall locate a m ining 
claim as agent or by pow er of attorney 
for another except as hereinafter pro­ 
vided. No person shall locate m ore than 
one placer-m ining claim in w atershed 
of any stream or creek in the sam e m in­ 
ing district, nor shall any person locate 
m ore than one claim on any vein or 
lode: Provided, That any citizen ot the 
United States or person who shall have 
declared hla inicntlr’r. to become such 
m ay, after the discovery of ore in place 
in a lode or m ineral In paying quan ti­ 
ties in a placer deposit, locate one such 
claim for one other person as agent or 
attorney, and no more, in any one m in­ 
ing district: 
Provided 
further. 
T hat 
prior to any such location tor another 
he shall file for record in the recorder’s 
office o f the m ining district a pow er of 
attorney authorizing him to m ake m in­ 
ing locations for 
the 
person 
nam ed 
therein, w hich pow er of attorney m ust 
be acknow ledged before a notary public 
or other person h avin g a seal and a u ­ 
thorized by law to take acknow ledg­ 
m ents of deeds: and Provided further. 
That the person for w hose benefit the 
location is m ade shall be a citizen of 
the tTnlted S tates or shall have declared

W ashington, D. C., Jan. '26.-Upon in­ 
vitation of the faculty of the W ashing­ 
ton College for Young Ladies, R epre­ 
sen tative John C. Bell, of Colorado, re­ 
cently delivered an instructive address 
to the students of the in.iiltullon upon 
th e subject, "Expenses ot the G overn­ 
m ent and H ow Paid." 
Speaking on the subject, Judge Bell, 
said in carl: 
"The Constitution provides that 'no 
m oney shall be drawn from the treas­ 
ury but in consequence of appropiia- 
tion s m ade by law ’ and also provides 
th a t 'ail bills for raising revenue shall 
originate In the house of reprcsenta- 
tlv es.’ 
"The house has alw ays successfully 
m aintained that this provision applies 
not only to bills for raising revenue, but 
to bills appropriating the revenue. The 
law requires that each departm ent of 
the governm ent shall annually on or 
before the first day of October subm it 
to the secretary of the treasury, esti­ 
m ates of the am ount necessary to cim- 
duct such departm ent for the ensuing 
fiscal year. 
"The secretary of the treasury is re­ 
quired to have such estim ates com pil­ 
ed into one volum e w hich is transm itted 
to congress on the first day of each se s­ 
sion, as a part ot the president’s m es­ 
sage. 
W hen received by the house ot 
representatives this budget or book of 
estim ates is by resolution divided up 
and referred to the several com m ittees 
of the house of representatives having 
jurisdiction of bills m aking annual ap ­ 
propriations for the support of the gov­ 
ernm ent.

tees, nam ely: 
"The com m ittee 
on 
appropriations, 
•which has control of six bills.

"Under the C onstitution all taxes are 
supposed, like the air of heaven, to bear 
equally upon everyone.

is a false presum ption. In the tariff tax 
or custom s duty the more a man con­ 
sum es ot things the m ore he pays to­ 
ward the support of the governm ent. 
"It m ight be said that under direct 
taxation every m an stan ds upon equal­ 
ity. but this is far from correct.

man who has but little cannot hide his 
little, It is alw ays in view of the a s­ 
sessor and he m ust pay upon every dol­ 
lar of property he possesses, w hile the 
rich m an w hose vau lts are loaded w ith 
securities, easily hidden, does not list 
it, and therefore, falls to pay his share 
of the burdens of the governm ent. 
"Also in the tariff and excise tax 
there Is a constant discrim ination In 
favor ot som e and again st others. 
A 
few years ago, w hen General H ancock 
w as nom inated for president, ho an ­ 
nounced thac the tariiT question w as 
m erely a local Issue. The politicians of 
the country a t the tim e sneered at 
him, but the evolution of thought has 
show n th at he fell very close to the 
truth. 
It m akes a wonderful difference 
who is m aking the tariff. 
"And therefore taxation in w hatever 
form you m ay take it, has Its strong 
and its w eak points. 
It has, theoret­ 
ically, the elem ents of equality, but 
having to 
be applied by men who 
are full of hum an nature, its Inequal­ 
ities exist everyw here," 
In concluding his address Judge Bell 
spoke of the expanding sphere that 
woman occupies in our modern -bus­ 
iness, social and political life. He said 
it was the women that unseated Rob­ 
erts in the house of representatives. 
It was the women that banished the 
canteen from the army posts. 
That 
women, even without the use of the 
ballot, are wonderfully potential; with 
the ballot thoy can accomplish still 
more. 
’Women have a natural right 


opening and civilizin g a new country, 
these righ ts have fittingly been a c­ 
corded. 
Alluding to the operation of 
equal suffrage in Colorado, Judge Bell 
said:

LEGISLATIVE 


INVESTIGATION 


(From Saturday's Dally.) 


A joint com m ittee of the senate and 
house 
of 
the 
state 
legislature was 
in session yesterday afternoon in Col­ 
orado Springs from 2 o'clock until about 
D. 
The com m ittee was here to obtain 
information relative to the causes of 
the coal strike that is in effect at the 
coal mines north of the city. 


The session of the com mittee was 
held at Union Labor hall above the 
dry goods store of the Johnson & W il­ 
bur M ercantile Co., and was attended 
by about 150 m iners from the various 
mines of the local coal district. 
Mr. 
L. L. A itken and Mr. J. F. L inthurst 
of the Pike's Peak Consolidated com­ 
pany were present at the m eeting, but 
did not give any testimony, stating 
th a t they would be present a t the m eet­ 
ing of the com m ittee to be held In Den­ 
ver today, which m eeting will be de­ 
voted to receiving the testim ony and 
argum ents of the operators and owners 
of the mines in the various coal dis­ 
tricts of the state. 


The com m ittee consists of the follow­ 
ing persons: Senators L. A. Tanquary, 
Pueblo, chairm an: C. B. Eard, Boulder: 
i’. A. Moore, Frem ont; R epresentatives 
J. J. Bradley, A rapahoe; John K en­ 
nedy, O uray; J. A. M artin, Pueblo; T. 
M. Raney, Lake. 


The committee w as appointed by the 
legislature to m ake an investigation of 
the condition of the miners in the v a­ 
rious coal districts and report to the 
legislature. 
It was given power to 
summon w itnesses and all evidence 
which it has received has been given 
under oath. 
It has visited the coal 
districts about Louisville and L afayette 
in the northern p art of the state, the 
Rockvale district in the A rkansas val­ 
ley and also Coal Creek, and came to 
Colorado Springs 
from 
the various 
mining camps in and about W alsen- 
burg. Y esterday afternoon was put in 
receiving testim ony from the miners 
in the camps in this vicinity and to­ 
day, or as long as is needed, will be 
taken to receive the side of the coal 
operators. 


The legislators started out upon their 
tour last Saturday, a week ago today, 
and had instructions to report to the 
legislature not later than 10 days from 
the beginning of its work which would 
be on the 29th, but the committee will 
not be ready to report by that time. 
It will probably require most of next 
week to get tile result of Its investiga­ 
tions into shape. 
The power of 
the 
committee is lim ited to the m aking 
of its report. 
It 
Is 
probable, how ­ 
ever, th a t the report will have consid­ 
erable influence with m any of the m em ­ 
bers of the legislature in their attitude 
tow ard the eight hour am endm ent to 
the constitution of the state, which is 
being sought by the laboring people and 
upon the bill now pending for the es­ 
tablishm ent of a board of arbitration 
under the state 
governm ent, 
which 
board shall have power to enforce Its 
findings in investigations of labor dif­ 
ficulties. 


The mem bers of the com mittee stated 
that the average of Intelligence on the 
Part of the m iners of the Colorado 
Springs district was 
far and 
aw ay 
higher than th a t which w as found In 
any other cam p th at had been visited. 
There were about 150 miners In the 
room while the investigation proceeded, 
find they were as a rule men of u n ­ 
usual education and intelligence to be 
engaged In such hard m anual labor as 
Is perform ed by the coal pilnere. 
The 
questions put w ere answ ered prom ptly 
and directly and there w as no inclina­ 
tion on the p art of anyone to hold any­ 
thing back or to m ake out conditions 
worse than actually exist. 


The first w itness called was Luke 
Brennan, the president of the local 
branch of the United Mine W orkers 
of America. 
He testified that in the 
m onth 
of December he 
received 
a 
gross Income of $61.40, out of which 
(aiiio his expenses, including rent for a 
house .which was <6.00: the house was 
a stru ctu re 12x14 in size. He said th a t 
he w as satisfied w ith the system of 
w eighing coal a t the mine and tliat he 
•was getting paid for all the coal th a t 
he took out. .H e said th a t the cost of 
living had Increased 35 per cent. In the 
last two years. 
He had known but 


twice of the state m ining inspector be­ 
ing in the local camp. 


W illiam Tudor, check weigher, and 
William W agner, a miner, testified to 
condition« at the mines in a general 
way. 


H enry Jones, a miner, questioned by 
Senator Moore, said that he had been 
employed at the Danville mine since 
F ebruary a year ago and stated the 
dem and that had been made upon the 
com pany by the miners. 
He said that 
in D ecem ber he made $65 gross, out 
of which cam e all his stoppages,or reg­ 
ular expenses, Including rent, oil, coal, 
com pany doctor, etc., which am ounted 
to about $12. He said that the demand 
for increased wages was made because 
he believed that the men were entitled 
to it, their wages being compared with 
those paid in other sections of the 
state. 
He said the mine w as a good 
practical mine and th at i. was well 
kept. 
He was satisfied that he re­ 
ceived credit for all the coal that he 
mined. 
He said the cost of living in 
the last two years had increased m ater­ 
ially .probably 25 per cent, on every­ 
thing. He w'as a member of the griev­ 
ance com m ittee of the union, but not 
an oliicer of it. 


A. B. Jardine, Dominek C. Hill, Joe 
Marino, F ran k P. Mott, W alter Rob­ 
ertson, H enry Stew art, and one or two 
others were examined by the com mittee 
and evidence along m any lines was 
taken. 
The men were examined as to 
where they had form erly worked and 
as to the relative conditions existing 
in those cam ps and in the cam ps of the 
district about Colorado Springs. 


Perhaps the best w itness of the day 
was F rank Mott, whose testim ony was 
that of a m an who evidently runs his 
affairs regardless of their extent, upon 
a thoroughly business basis. 
He was 
able to tell exactly hpw much he had 
earned 
from 
m em oranda 
which 
he 
bad 
kept, 
any 
inform a­ 
tion 
that 
the 
com m ittee 
de­ 
sired 
th a t a 
man w'ho w as employed 
as a m iner m ight be in a position to 
give as he took notice of things with 
which he was concerned. 


Mr. M ott stated th a t he was em­ 
ployed at the C urtis mine and that he 
had been employed there since Septem ­ 
ber, 1899, and th at he was so employed 
during all of the year 1900. 
He said 
th at he was an able bodied man and 
was able to work all the tim e and th at 
in a com parison of wages 
his 
w^ages 
would 
show 
up 
better 
than 
the 
wages 
of 
the 
average 
man 
employed 
by 
the 
company, 
because his wages included “yardage,” 
he being 
employed in the 
entries, 
whereas most of the men did not have 
"yardage" counted in and would re­ 
ceive less money than he. 
The state­ 
ment of Mr. Mott showed th at he had 
received during the vear an average of 
547.75 per m onth. 
He said th at he ha' 
a wife and three children and that he 
paid a rent of $15 per m onth which 
was in the nature of paym ents upon a 
home of his own. 
He said th a t if it 
were not for the money th a t his wife 
earned he would be unable to support 
his fam ily on w'hat he could make at 
the mines. 
He said th at the cost of 
living in Colorado 
Springs 
had in ­ 
creased at least lo per cent, during the 
last two years. 


His statem ent of receipts from the 
mine for 1900, which he said w as more 
than most of the men received, was 
incorporated into the evidence and was 
as follows:

Not Foul Play 


Coroner Law was summoned as soon 
as the body was found and w ith 
De­ 
tective A tkinson of the 
police force 
worked nil day on the case. The cor­ 
oner decided last evening that an in­ 
quest is unnecessary as he found no 
evidence of foul 
play. 
Mr. Atkinson 
last evening said th at he fully agrees 
in this, and could find no evidence th at 
the w atchm an had surprised robbers at 
work, who had killed him. 


The theory advanced by those who 
worked in the case is this. W ells came 
down from the passenger depot about 
4 o'clock, the last time that he was 
seen alive. 
He sat down in the busi­ 
ness office and took off his overcoat, 
which was found spread out on a chair, 
as if he had used it throw n over his 
shoulders.- His cap. and the dark lan­ 
tern used in prowling about the build­ 
ing. were on a table beside the chair. 
About 5 o'clock the old gentlem an got 
up and went to the clerk's room In the 
extrem e 
back of 
the 
building 
and 
lighted the lire. 
This clerk conies to 
work quite early and it has been the 
custom to fix the 
fire a t 
that hour. 
Then he went back lo the front of the 
building and 
perhaps dozed off or he 
may have been engaged in his janitor 
work in front. 
The building took fire 
and he either smelled the smoke or 
heard the crackling and started back 
to the rear. 
lie had gone but a little 
wav when he w as overcome. The au ­ 
topsy shows that his lungs had draw n 
in the flame and smoke before he died, 
and there was no injury to any vital 
part of the body. 


The autopsy w as made yesterday by 
Dr. Estill and Dr. Smith. 
Dr. Estill 
gave out the following statem ent last 
night: 


"The autopsy upon the rem ains of 
Mr. Weils, found dead in the debris of 
the Denver & Rio Grande depot, after 
the fire, failed to reveal any evidence 
of foul play. 
There was no w ound'to 
be found upon any of the vital organs. 
On the other hand, 
the 
lungs were 
found to be ip a high state of acute 
hyperaemia, which we would naturally 
exneet to find in a person having per- 
l Ished by Inhalation of smoke and flame. 


Since there seems to be no evidence of 
j any robbery having been committed, 
and since there exists no proof of foul 
play, the natural inference is that the 
w atchm an perished in an effort to ex­ 
tinguish the flames.” 


Other Facts 


The body of the dead man was badly 
burned about the head, face and feet, 
it is proposed to have the funeral this 
afternoon. 


Mr. Wells was 67 years of age. 
He 
has been living around here for several 
years, and at one time drove the mail 
wagon. 


Last sum m er he was a w atchm an at 
the D. and R. G. baggage room and 
was generally known as "D ad.” He was 
a carpenter by trade. 


There is a very interesting circum ­ 
stance connected w ith the death. Yes­ 
terday m orning coming down 
from 
Denver on the D. and R. G. train Mr. 
Andrews and Mr. Darling, two railroad 
men were In the sm oking room of the 
com partm ent car, and were talking of 
the accident. A stranger inquired about 
the particulars and when they were 
explained to him he exclaimed, "W hy 
that is my father. 
I am on my way to 
spend the day w ith him.” 


It seems that the son is an employe 
of the Burlington road and had been 
transferred 
to 
another 
position and 
was in route to take it. He had a day 
in Denver and had decided 
to 
come 
down and see his old father. 
It was 
a very great shock to him. 
Another 
son, who is employed by the D. and R. 
G. a t Salida, will arrive today for the 
funeral. 


Mr. Ellison, D. and R. G. general 
agent, said last evening that the com­ 
pany cannot estim ate Its loss on build­ 
ing and freight. 
The 
building 
was 
erected within the past 
two 
years. 
Their safes were not injured and the 
books and papers were saved, but yes­ 
terday was spent in trying to straig h t­ 
en out things. The building cost about 
$10,000 and there was a miscellaneous 
lot of freight in the place. 
Mr. E lli­ 
son says there w'ere no explosives there. 
They have opened 
tem porary offices 
a t Vermijo and Sierra Madre streets. 


The road was saved a great loss by 
the bright mind and activity of a boy 
nam ed Brown, aged about 17, who is 
the car accountant. He was on his way 
to work when he saw the flames shoot­ 
ing out of the building. 
He ran to the 
switch engine standing In the yards, 
and alm ost forced the fireman, 
who 
was a green hand and knew hardly 
anything of the machine, to work it. 
The boy did the sw itching and between 
them they got all of the cars aw'ay 
from the burning building. 


The new building stood on the site of 
the old fram e house th a t burned on 
October 1, 1898, when the A ntlers was 
destroyed. It was surrounded by tracks 
and was most unsuitably located.

CREMATED

F ire a t 5:40 yesterday m orning de­ 
stroyed

freight depot In this city, and C. L. 
W ells, the w atchm an, lost his life. 


A bout daylight 
the citizens 
were 
aw akened by the frantic shrieking of 
an engine, and iater the sounding of 
the hells of the flre-fightlng machines. 
The fire departm ent m ade a quick run 
to the scene, an d soon had two stream s 
playing on the blaze, but the fire m ust 
have had a good start, because the shell 
of a building w as 
fairly 
crum bling 
w hen 
the 
central 
departm ent 
got 
there. I t is said th a t there w as an ex­ 
plosion of some kind in the building 
before the w alls fell. but the firemen 
were unable tó corrobórate that, as, it 
occurred before they got there. By h ard 
work the firemen m anaged 
to save 
most of, the north end of the building. 


I t w as rum bled during. Uie- m ornhlg 
th a t the w atchm an w as m issing, b u t 


upon inform ation to the fire chief that 
some one In the crowd had claimed to 
have talked to him the search stopped. 
About 8:30, however, while the firemen 
were working in the debris, they un­ 
covered the rem ains of the w atchm an. 
A rum or w as started that the man 
had m et a violent death at the hands 
of robbers, but an exam ination by the 
officials shows th at there Is no basis 
for such a statem ent. 


The body w as found not far from 
the north end of the freight room, and 
near the big side doors on the east. The 
burned building w as two stories high 
in the north end, and this w as used 
by the freight agent and clerks. 
A 
long, low building, a freight house, ex­ 
tended to the south. In the south end 
of this w as a little room used by the 
bill clerk. The body lay w ith the face 
down and the head pointed tow ards the 
south.

or another. 


It was, upon the whole, a rather good 
day for the defendants, one being ac­ 
quitted by the jury, nolle prosequis being 
entered in three cases, and the remain­ 
der receiving but trivial sentences by rea­ 
son of entering pleas of guilty to the 
lightest charges contained in the Infor­ 
mations. Mitigating circumstances of va­ 
rious kinds figured in the disposition of 
the cases. 


"Bo" Denny, who was tried on Wednes­ 
day on a charge of burglary, it being al­ 
leged that he had broken into and robbed 
the home of Linus E. Sherman at 315 
N orth Weber street on November 12 last, 
•was turned loose yesterday, the jury re* 
turning a verdict of not guilty. The ver­ 
dict 'Was received in the morning after 
the jury had spent the entire night in the 
consideration of the evidence. 


The case of the Peoole vs. Gobb was 


nolled. The defendant was charged with 
stealing horses from William Clark.

Ivywild School 


House Contract 


(From Tuesday's Dally.) 


A m eeting of the board of education 
was held yesterday for the purpose of 
aw aruing the contract for the erection 
of the Ivywild school on Cascade av ­ 
enue in 
Ivywild, particulars of which 
have been stated to G azette readers 
several times. 


The contract w as aw arded to Linn 
S. Atkinson and the building, which 
will cost $4,000 will be ready for oc­ 
cupancy by the first of April. 


It will be a one-story two-room stru c. 
ture and will accomodate about 100 
pupils. 
It will be ventilated witli 
the Dixon system and will be heated 
w ith a furnace. 
The plans for the 
building were draw n by T. MacLa'ren. 


There is a little friction between 
the school authoiities uml some of the 
parents of the pupils at the city school 
over the m atter of vaccination. The 
school authorities have acted under 
the instructions of the city board of 
health or the city physician and none 
of the rules that have been layed down 
with the purpose of preventing a spread 
of smail-pox in the city schools have 
been imposed by the school board or 
the school authorities except under the 
direction of the health officer. 


The pupils this year have been re­ 
quired to show a scar from vaccina­ 
tion. no certificate of any kind being 
accepted as evidence of successful vac­ 
cination. 
The rule has led to con­ 
siderable trouble, however, the parents 
of some of the pupils refusing to allow 
them to show a scar and Insisting that 
a certificate 
signed 
by a physician 
should be sufficient. 
Y esterday morn- 


i lng instructions were given the prin­ 
cipals of the different buildings to ad ­ 
m it to school pupils who have been 
. kept at home because they refused to 
j show a scar, provided such pupils can 
I present certificates of successful vac- 
; cinatlon. made out and properly signed 
by a reputable physician. 


Dr. H utchings, the 
city 
physician, 
states th at he has no clash with any 
one so far as he knows up to the pres­ 
ent time. 
He has given instructions 
and he states that they are strictly 
within the provisions of the city or­ 
dinances and of tho laws of the state. 
He has taken the m easures required 
by the statu tes to protect the schools 
from smallpox and If the measures 
are too severe, he says it is tne fault 
of the laws and not of himself. 
He 
says it Is no particular plasure to him 
to make an inspection of the entire 
school attendance but that the laws 
require it and he has done it. 
He 
says he knows it to be a fact that a 
large num ber of puipls who have been 
taken out of school rath er than show 
a scar have no scars to show, and no 
certificates, and that in several cases 
where certificates have been offered, 
properly made out and signed, there 
has neen no scar to w arrant the m alt­ 
ing of the certificate. 


Ju st w hat will be the effect of the 
decision of the school authorities to 
allow the principals to accept certifi­ 
cates is not certain. 
Dr. Hutchings 
says he has a statem ent from the state 
board of health instructing him as to 
his duty in the m atter and telling him 
that he will be backed up by the stale 
in w hatever m easures be finds it nec­ 
essary to take in carrying them out. 


FURBER RELEASED 


A rthur E. Furber, the inueh-tnlked- 
of form er resident of Missouri, who has 
been sought by officers from that state 
for the last three weeks or more, and 
who has figured as the principal in the 
most vigorously contested habeas cor­ 
pus proceedings ever argued before the 
local courts, need not go back to his old 
home unless he desires to do so. 


1-le will leave Colorado Springs this 
m orning for Cripple Creek to resume 
his work in that city and the squad of 
detectives, 
deputies 
and 
em issaries 
from the great state of Missouri, who 
have been hovering over his head in 
Coloiudo ever since the close of the ad ­ 
m inistration of Gov. Thomas, m ust go 
back em pty-handed. 


So far as the habeas corpus proceed­ 
ings are concerned F urber is a fugitive 
and m ust go back 
to Missouri. 
The 
hand that creates an instrum ent and 
gives it force, however, has been ex­ 
tended to recall the instrum ent and 
stay the force: the governor of Colo­ 
rado honored the requisition of the gov­ 
ernor of Missouri and ordered that a 
w arrant issue for the detention of F u r­ 
ber, who was then in Cripple Creek. 
Now the governor of Colorado has re­ 
called the authority given by that w ar­ 
rant and directed th a t the alleged fug­ 
itive be released.

The exact ground upon which Gov. 
Orman recalls the perm ission to take 
F urber from the state is not set forth 
In the document by which Furber gets 
his liberty, but the action is regarded 
as final In the case, and Furber can 
probably rem ain a free citizen of Colo­ 
rado as long as he desires to do so.

once if the injunction was asked for 
in his court. 
The dispositions of the 
different Judges have been much com­ 
mented upon today and it is thought by 
some th a t there are one or two judges 
who approve of the Instructions to the 
grand jury, though It Is said th at most 
of the judges here did not approve of 
th a t action. 


At any rate, according to the street 
talk tonight much depends upon the 
judge before whom the petition for an 
iniunction is heard. 
As the attorneys 
who present the petition represent the 
m inisters and nil others opposing the 
prize fight, 
it is 
generally 
conceded 
th a t they will 
go Into the court in 
which they think they have the best 


chance to secure an Injunction. 


While the drift of local opinion is

Dixon, when he pleaded non-vult to the 
charge of rape. 
The plea was accept­ 
ed and K err was rem anded for sentence. 
He can receive a sentence of 15 years. 


Prosecutor Em ly announced 
today 
th a t he would have McAlister, Kerr, 
Campbell and Death arraigned In court 
tom orrow and would move th a t sen­ 
tence be pronounced at once. 


It Is the general opinion here th at all 
the prisoners except K err will receive 
the extrem e penalty for m urder In the 
second degree of which they were con­ 
victed. 
The full penalty is 30 years 
im prisonm ent at hard labor. 
It Is also 
believed th a t K err will be sentenced 
to the full penalty of the law on the 
charge to which he has pleaded non 
vult w'hich is 15 years im prisonm ent at 
hard labor. 


K err's plea of non vult contendre to 
the charge of rape has the same effect 
as a plea of guilty although techni­ 
cally it Is not an adm ission of the 
crime. In effect It is an announcem ent 
th a t no defense would have been offer­ 
ed on trial. 
In view of the acceptance 
of this plea on the charge of rape, K err 
will not be called upon to answ er the 
Indictm ent accusing him of murder.

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CONGRESS AND THE PHILIPPINES. 


W 


HATEVER has been uone in the way of Ameri­ 
can government in the Philippines has been 
provisional. 
Before the American conquest of 
the Spaniards in the islands was completed, the 
protocol of peace with Spain was signed; and before the 
formal transfer of the islands to the sovereignty of the 
United States was arranged by the treaty of peace, the 
insurrection of the Tagals against our troops w h s in full 
activity. 
At the time of the outbreak Senator Teller 
voiced the general sentiment in declaring that the es­ 
tablishment of civH government in the islands had been 
indefinitely postponed, and from that time to this con­ 
gress has made no effort to exercise its power in ar­ 
ranging for the government nf this portion of the national 
territory. The rule of the islands has been by the presi­ 
dent, commander in chief of the army, acting at first 
through a military officer and later through a civil com­ 
mission, in the same way that the affairs of a captured 
city would be regulated or any territory governed that 
had come into the possession of this nation and for which 
congress had provided no other system. That such a sys­ 
tem is legal and legitimate cannot fairly be denied, and 
if there is any blame due for its continuance it should 
fall on congress for its delay, and not upon the president 
■who has done nothing that was not a part of his official 
duty under the circumstances. 


But congress has wisely taken the view that the 
president could be trusted, that he was in full possession 
of the facts, and that he would request action of con­ 
gress at the earliest moment consistent with the public 
interests. Anyone who is willing to judge the president 
by what he has said and what he has done, can find no 
reason for a belief that he has intended anything else 
than an honest carrying out of the policy outlined in the 
Republican platform, "the largest measure of self govern­ 
ment consistent with their welfare and our duties." Any­ 
thing inconsistent with this declaration exists only in 
the speeches of radical Republicans for which neither the 
president 
nor 
the 
party 
is responsible, and in the 
misrepresentations of political opponents who have been 
unwilling to judge the facts or the president with fair­ 
ness. 


At the earliest moment possible, as we may feel as­ 
sured, the president has taken occasion to inform congress 
that matters in the islands have reached a stage where 
their control may safely be transferred from the war 
department to the civil branches of the government. 
A 
report from the present Philippines commission Is trans­ 
mitted to congress, and the president earnestly recom­ 
mends that action be taken to provide necessary legis­ 
lation in accordance with its request. 


It is assumed by some congressmen that this will 
involve an extra session, and it may be that it will. That 
is for congress to decide. 
The president has done his 
duty in informing congress of the situation in the Isl- 
lands, and it is for congress to take the next step accord­ 
ing to its ideas of what is required for the general in­ 
terests. 


quence and oratorical ability will not suffice to 
break 
down the solid wall which stands in the face of his 
argument. There is no Filipino nation; no Filipino peo- 
i pie in the sense Mr. Towne uses the term. 
The imme 
diate cessation of hostilities depends only upon the re- 
solve of the Tagal insurgents to stop attacking the Amer- 
j icans and to observe the laws against such crimes 
! murder, robbery, 
assault, 
arson, 
bribe 
taking 
and- 
I bribe giving. The interests of the United States and the 
interests of the people of the Philippine islands are ab­ 
solutely incompatible with Filipino independence, and Mr. 
Towne’s resolution is simply the offer of an impossible 
solution based upon supposed conditions that do not 
exist. 


No amount of arguing and no degree of eloquence can 
change these facts. 
After Mr. Towne 
has 
made 
his 
speech the conditions in Luzon will be exactly what they 
are now, and we are glad to feel assured that he will not 
alter the course of our government in any particular. 


A WORD AGAINST FUSION. 


I 


N RESPONDING to the notification of his election the 
new senator from Kansas, J. R. Burton, declared; 
“Fusion is corrupting. Partisan politics is the better 
politics. No great reform in politics has ever been en­ 
acted in this country but through the agency of party.” 
These words are absolutely true, and the proof of them 
is written in the political history of every western state. 
And fusion is not only corrupting; it is deceptive. No party 
ever fuses with another except when it knows itself pow­ 
erless to secure its political aims openly, and as soon as 
it feels itself strong enough to appear in its true colors 
it will refuse to continue Its relations with its allies. 
This is the history of fusion in Kansas and in Colorado 
and in every other state where it has established itself 
in the political system. 


It is one of the most hopeful signs of the times that 
there is a growing dislike for fusion among all the people of 
all the parties. 
This is the result of experience. Fusion 
has been a failure both from the standpoint of the citizen 
and of the politician, and the return to conditions which 
make political responsibility possible is not only gen­ 
eral but it is actually begun.

PROSPERITY CONTINUED. 


T 


HE PRESIDENTIAL ELECTION was held on Nov. 
6, 1900, and it is therefore nearly three months 
since the continuance of Republican policies in 
the national government was assured 
by 
the 
people at the polls. 


Just previous to the election we remember to have 
been assured by prominent Democrats that the Republi­ 
can prosperity was already showing signs of a decline, 
and that if depression should follow Democratic success 
it was only what would happen anyway. 


■ We remember also to have read an opinion of some

and that the inevitable reaction would fall all the more 
heavily upon the party because of the claims that it had 
made in the campaign of 1900. 


If there is any truth in those atatements which have 
been quoted, there is as yet no evidence of it. Far from 
declining, the tide of prosperity seems to have gathered 
renewed strength from 
Republican 
success, 
and 
the 
business of the country is now proceeding at a level never 
before reached. 


The report of R. G. Dun & Co. for the week end­ 
ing yesterday thus summarizes the business situation 
el the country: 


“Rarely has there been more business in staple and 
in manufactured goods at practically unchanged 
prices 
than during the period since November 1. This 
week 
seems to have marked the climax of the enormous dealing 
at figures which have become familiar. The heavy trade 
in pig iron at better prices, the larger distribution of 
dry goods at a firmer range of quotations and the rush 
to secure a prompt delivery of boots and shoes all in­ 
dicate that business may have escaped one of those weary 
readjustments of prices which have proved often so try­ 
ing in recent years. 
Jobbing trade in the interior is 
good, and collections continue excellent. Bank clearings 
at New York gain 52.1 per cent over 1900 and 1.3 per cent, 
over 1899 for the week, while at leading cities outside 
of New York there is a gain of 9.9 per cent, over 1900 
and 3.4 per cent, over 1899. 
Railroad earnings thus far 
reported for January show a gain of 11.4 per cent, over 
last year and 24.6 per cent, over 1899." 


It is when we contrast such conditions as these with 
those that would have existed if the inauguration of a 
Demo-Populist president were only six weeks distant, 
that we can realize that the country made no mistake in 
■voting for a continuance of the administration of Wil­ 
liam McKinley. 


SENATOR TOWNE’S RESOLUTION. 


I 


T WAS EXPECTED from the first announcement of 
his election that Senator Towne, during his short 
term of service as a senator of the United States, 
would in some way or other place himself on record 
as opposed to the policy of the Republican administration, 
but it was uncertain in what particular direction he would 
break forth. 


That doubt has now been settled, for Mr. Towne has 
introduced a resolution upon which he intends to deliver 
•what will presumably be the great 
effort of his sena­ 
torial career. 
It is the Philippine policy of the ad­ 
ministration that he has selected for his particular criti­ 
cism, and the tenor of his attack may be Judged from that 
part of the resolution which declares in favor of imme­ 
diate cessation of hostilities “upon terms recognizing the 
independence of the Filipino people and conserving and 
guaranteeing the interests of the United States.” 


It is not to be presumed that Mr. Towne will be able 
to bring in support of his resolution any facts that have 
not been already stated by his colleagues in the senate, 
nor is his alleged information likely to be more ex­ 
tensive than theirs. 
But Mr. Towne is one of the best 
public speakers in the country, and it is probable that he 
will present his side of the case with fresh attractiveness 
snd will possibly surpass any 
previous presentations 
of it.

Mr. Bryan is a conspicuous instance of the opportuni­ 
ties that are open to the young men of the United States, 
opportunities that depend entirely upon personal charac­ 
ter, upon energy and ability. 
He has leaped into prom­ 
inence with great rapidity; he has gained fame and is 
fast gaining fortune at a rate that is encouraging to the 
ambition of every poor and friendless young man in the 
United States. 
If he has failed to reach the topmost 
height to which his ambition has aspired, it is because his 
countrymen have judged him to be unworthy of that posi­ 
tion, and not because the doors of opportunity have been 
olosed, or because the avenues of success are reserved only 
to a class. 


The fault with Mr. Bryan is not that he has been a 
phenomenal success as a politician and not that he is at­ 
taining wealth rapidly.

Pullman oar, to win the votes of millions for the presi­ 
dency and to take in subscriptions to the Commoner at 
the rate of 1500 a day, is not the one who should speak 
to the toiling masses of the injustice of their being de­ 
prived of vacations at the seashore. 


We truBt that tho Bryan example of what may be 
accomplished in the United States by hard 
work 
and 
ability and the superiority of these elements in life over 
wealth and “pull,” may be complete. 
Mr. Bryan ought 
to leave a good fortune to his children, and it is safe to 
say that they will not make a specialty of inveighing 
against the rich and declaring that the avenues of op­ 
portunity in this country are no longer open to honest 
merit. 


CLIFF DWELLERS NATIONAL PARK.

HE LACEY BILL, which provides for a Cliff Dwel­ 
lers national park in New Mexico and sets aside 
150,000 acres of ground for that purpose, has been 
favorably reported to the house by the commit­ 
tee on public lands. 


It certainly should receive prompt attention and pas­ 
sage.

VICTORIA IN GEOGRAPHY.

HERE IS NO likelihood that the name of Victoria 
will be soon forgotten, but the places that have 
been named for her would serve to keep her 
memory alive even if there were no other record 
of her achievements. In every quarter of the globe the maps 
bear the name of the great British queen, and for countless 
years the throngs of mankind will continue to speak it 
in daily use. 


First of the seven Australian colonies in density of 
population, fourth in order of establishment and sixth 
in area, is Victoria. It is half as large as California and of 
nearly equal population. 
As one of the federated states 
of the new Australian commonwealth it has a brilliant 
prospect for the future, and it will be a permanent honor 
to the queen whose name it bears. 


One of the seats of British power in the far east is 
the island of Hong-kong which has a population of more 
than 200,000 persons. 
The great majority of these live 
ill the city of Victoria, and although the settlement is 
commonly referred to by the name of the Island and not 
by the name of the city, the queen’s name has been per­ 
manently stamped upon the geography of Asia at this 
point. 


Some three hundred miles north of Rio de Janeiro on 
the sea coast of Brazil, is the city of Victoria, capital of the 
province of Espiritu Santo. 
It has a population of 7,000. 
There is still another city in Brazil called Victoria, which 
Is located near Pernambuco, and is said to have been 
named on account of a victory gained there in 1645. 


The city of Victoria, capital of the state of Tamaulipas 
in Mexico, is also probably to be referred 
to 
victory 
rather than to Victoria, queen of England. 


Somewhat, larger than Colorado Springs i« the city 
of Victoria, capital of British Columbia. 
It is situated at 
the southeast extremity of Vancouver island, and its loca­ 
tion, its fine harbor and its growing commercial interests, 
mark it for one of the great cities of the North American 
Pacific coast. 


In the United States the largest Victoria is the county 
seat of Victoria county, Texas, and the town has a popu­ 
lation of 4,000. There is no information at hand to show 
whether the name is of English or Spanish origin. Post- 
offices of this name are located in Alabama, Florida, 
Georgia, Illinois, Kansas, Kentucky, Louisiana, Michigan, 
Minnesota, Mississippi, Missouri, New Jersey, New Mexico, 
North Carolina, 
Ohio, 
Pennsylvania, 
Tennessee 
and 
Wyoming. 


The great falls of the Zambesi river in South Africa, 
caHed by the natives “Roaring Smoke,” have been named 
Victoria falls by Europeans. 
The falls are said to be 
nearly a mile in width and 400 feet in depth. 


Victoria land is a region of fire and ice in the far 
Antarctic regions. 
Its volcanoes, Erebus and Terror, are 
familiar to geographical students and there are other 
lofty mountains covered with 
eternal 
snows to their 
bases. 


The largest lake in Africa, the second largest body of 
fresh water in the world and the principal source oi the 
Nile, is Victoria Nyanza. 
It is 3,880 feet above sea level 
and the equator passes across it. Near it are other lakes, 
two of which are named Albert Nyanza and Albert Ed­ 
ward Nyanza, in honor respectively of the queen’s hus­ 
band and of the present king of England, once Albert 
Edward, Prince of Wales. 


And finally to stray from geography to botany, the 
queen of flowers, the transcendant water lily, is the Vic­ 
toria regia. Its leaves are from six to ten feet in diameter 
and ita flowers measure from ten to fifteen inches across. 


It is probable that no other person of modern times 
ever left so widespread an impression upon geography 
as did this queen. The length of her reign, the marvelous 
development of geographical discovery, 
the successful 
colonizing of t*he British race, and the universal es­ 
teem in which she was held, all contributed to fix her 
name in local nomenclature until it may be truthfully said 
that the sun never sets upon Victoria.

The persistency

States senators are elected by state 
legislators and not 
by the 
people. 
Though it is quite possible or probable 
that such men might have some influ­ 
ence upon

not be so easily controlled as the party 
majority in a legislature. It would be 
harder to handle because of Its num­ 
bers. because it had come direct from 
the people for the special work in hand, 
because its short sessions would permit 
of a less elaborate scheming on organ­ 
ization. 


And even if the convention itself 
were not deserving of public trust, the 
worst it could do would be to put its 
man in nomination. It could not elect 
him, and later the people would pass 
directly upon its labors. Can there be 
any doubt what the result would be 
with the usual party rivalries? 
We 
might not have ideal candidates, but 
we certainly would not have candidates 
of the notorious character of the men 
we have mentioned. A politician with 
Quay’s record, with Clark’s or with 
Addick’s 
might attem pt 
to pull the 
strings and play the boss; he certainly 
would not come directly before the peo­ 
ple for a vindication. 


To put It flatly, a person who had 
been accused of bribing legislatures on 
direct evidence or on strong circum­ 
stantial evidence, or a person who had 
been ’-oncerned in a scandal relating 
to the misuse of public funds, might 
be thankful if he escaped with a whole 
skin after appealing for a popular elec­ 
tion to the senate. Decayed eggs and 
vegetables would he his mildest punish­ 
ment, but he can go before a decayed 
legislature with every confidence.

There is something almost tragic in 
the utter helplessness of many women 
who, through some sudden freak of 
adverse fate, are thrown upon their 
own resources for their support, says 
J. L. Harbour, in the Union Signal. The 
writer has in mind a woman of this 
class 
who, through 
unfortunate in­ 
vestments. was suddenly reduced from 
a state of plenty to a condition of al­ 
most want. 
She declared 
that she 
must “do something” to earn her own 
living. 1 She went to a lady of a phil­ 
anthropic turn of mind who had a real 
interest in those unfortunate and usu­ 
ally inefficient women who have “seen 
better davs." 


"What oan you do?” asked this lady. 
“Oh. I am willing to do anything.” 
“ ’Anything’ is a limitless 
field 
in 
which there is little chance of success,” 
was the reply. 
“Isn’t there some one 
thing that you can do better than an­ 
other? Do you know how to bake and 
cook?" 


“No; I never had anything of that 
kind to do. I never learned howr to do 
such work because I never supposed 
that it would be necessary for me to 
do anything of the kind. The fact is, 
I never made a loaf of bread in my 
life. 1 never made pastry of any kind. 
Indeed. I do not know anything about 
cookinc.” 


“That Is unfortunate. A good cook 
can generally turn her talents to ac­ 
count, particularly in a large city where 
there is a steady demand for the home­ 
made food sold at the woman’s ex­ 
changes.

pickles?" 


"No; I never made anything of the 
kind. I have no idea of how to make 
a iar of preserves or a glass of jelly.”

We kept a seamstress who- 
did most of the sewing, and my dresses 
were made out. 
Of course, I never 
supposed that it would be necessary 
for me to know anything about sew­ 
ing, and so I never learned.’’

“That night I knocked a t Mr. Lin­ 
coln’s door,” says Colonel Charles P. 
Button in the February “New” Lippin- 
cott. “He himself came to open it, and 
after a friendly greeting ushered me in­ 
to the family sitting room. Mrs. Lin­ 
coln was there, reading aloud to her son 
Robert, then a stout lad of ten oi 
twelve. Mr. Lincoln’s first words were, 
’As a Times man, wou must know Judge 
Douglas personally—the paper Is said 
to be his organ.’ 
Then with a smile, 
half quizzical, half kindly, 'I read it 
every morning to find out what tune it 
plays for the day.' In reply I handed 
him my letter. After a glance at it he 
said to his wife, who was on the point 
of leaving the room, ‘Mary, this is Mr. 
Button, a relative of Judge Douglas, as 
well as a newspaper man.’ 


” ‘We are always glad to meet the 
friends of Judge Douglas,’ said Mrs. 
Lincoln, shaking hands most cordially.

T O W N E ’S O N LY OPPORTUNITY 


Last Hour of His Brief Term Occupied 


by a Highly Oratorical Speech 


Denouncing His Country.

W ashington, Jan. 28.—W hen the senate convened today the presiding 
officer, Mr. Frye, called attention to the following cablegram , which was 
read: 


"M anila, January, 2S.—To President of the Senate and Speaker of the 
House of Representatives, W ashington. 


"Accession to federal party by thousands In all p arts of archipelago. 
A ttitude of hitherto Irreconcilable press and the general public opinion 
show that labors of party to bring peace will soon be crowned with suc­ 
cess. 
Until now political parties have attem pted form ation of plans more 
or less questioning Am erican sovereignty. 
Our platform makes m ain 
plank sovereignty of United States with liberty to each citizen to pursue 
peacefullly his political ideas. 
Ilnur of peace has sounded. 
On our p la t­ 
form are grouped m any Filipinos of hitherto irreconcilable ideas, but 
some more obstinate decline to join, for though w illing to accept sov­ 
ereignty of the United States, the prospect of Indefinite contlnuanoe of 
m ilitary governm ent m akes them distrust purpnsps of (bp United States 
and delays their submission. 


"A djournm ent of present congress w ithout giving president authority 
to establish purely civil governm ent with usual powers and postponem ent 
for at least a year of such governm ent until new congress, will certainly 
confirm this distrust. 
D irectory of the federal party believes conferring 
such authority on president would inspire confidence and hasten accep­ 
tance of sovereignty of United States and the coming of peace. 
D irec­ 
tory therefore prays both houses of congress to authorize President Mc­ 
Kinley to establish civil governm ent whenever he believes it opportune.

S E N A T E PROCEEDINGS AND 


SUM M ARY OF TH E SPEECH 


W ashington, 
Jan. 
28.—The 
senate 
turned from the grind of appropriations 
to listen to a speech, which partook of 
the character of an oration, by Mr. 
Towne oí Minnesota. Since he entered 
the senate a few weeks ago on appoint­ 
m ent of Gov. Lind, the young M inne­ 
sotan has had little, opportunity to dis­ 
play his talents. 
As his reputation as 
an orator had preceded him, there was 
much interest 
in his speech 
today, 
which was in advocacy of his resolu­ 
tion for a cessation of hostilities in the 
Philippines. 
The floor 
w as crowded 
with senators and 
members of the 
house of representatives. The galleries, 
public and private, were crowded to 
overflowing. The senators on the ‘Dem­ 
ocratic side gave Mr. Towne m arked a t­ 
tention. On the Republican side the a t­ 
tention w as less noticeable, although 
Mr. H oar and Mr. Hale at first fol­ 
lowed the speech closely, at times ex­ 
changing sm iling comment on some of 
the utterances. 
Mr. Towne’s style of 
delivery w as clear and forcible. 
Al­ 
though restricted 
by m anuscript, he 
had the subject well in hand, and rolled 
out the fine periods with a fervor tjaat 
that sent them echoing through 
the 
chamber. 
The 
speech 
abounded 
in 
apostrophes to liberty and patriotism 
and scathing and scornful arraignm ent 
of the policy by which the Filipinos 
were being annihilated. 
Immediately 
following Mr. Towne’s speech the cre­ 
dentials of his successor, Mr. Clapp of 
M innesota, were presented and after 
being sworn In the new senator took 
his seat and Mr. Towne retired. 


The rest of the day was devoted to 
the Indian appropriation bill, the dis­ 
cussion turning on irrigation and little 
progress being made. 


MR. TOWNE’S SPEECH. 


In opening Ills address, Mr. Towne re­ 
ferred to the petition presented to the sen­ 
ate a few days ago by 2,006 Filipinos for 
a c e ssa tio n 
of 
h o s tilitie s and for the 
granting of In d e p en d en c e to the people of 
the p h ilip p in e s. 
He maintained it would 
"prove a q u ic k e n in g appeal to the ancient 
spirit of the republic, or its re je c tio n must 
dedicate the tw e n tie th century to a re­ 
action prejudicial, if not fatal, to free in­ 
stitutions.” 


While discussing events which led the 
United States forces to the Philippines, 
Mr Towne referred with particularity to 
the charge that Aguinaldo had sold his 
country to the Spaniards for a bribe. He 
declared the accusation was "gratuitous 
in Its culumny, when we consider that the 
official publications of our own govern­ 
ment contradict and destroy it. 


The senator declared that “ we were In 
alliance with the Filipinos, an alliance 
sought by ourselves, availed of by us for 
our own advantage, and finally, to our 
everlasting shame, in the estimation of 
honorable men, repudiated by us when we 
found it no longer necessary and when lust 
of empire had so blunted our moral sen­ 
sibilities that we could mount from an act 
of perfidy to the grand larceny of a na­ 
tion. 


Dewey’s Denial. 


Referring to Admiral Dewey’s denial that 
he had ever treated the insurgents as al­ 
lies, Mr. Town said sarcastically: "I fear 
the’honest sailor's terminology has suffer­ 
ed from recent contact with the nice 
discriminations of administration diplo­ 
macy.” 
Dscusslng the acquisition of the Philip­ 
pines, Senator Towne said: 


“It is not easy to fix with accuracy the 
time when the design was formed to take 
forcible possession of the Philippine is­ 
lands, not to ascertain the mind in whose 
■gloomy recesses this enterprise of sacri­ 
lege and violence first gathered form and 
pressure.’ There has indeed been evidenced 
a disposition by its most illustrious spon­ 
sors, as if their prophetic souls already 
trembled at the inquisition of after ages, 
to impute the dubious responsibility to 
Providenco itself. 
I know not which to 
admire the more, whether the modesty 
which disclaims credit for the policy, or 
the colossal presumption which challenges 
and betrays the vaunted confidence of the 
Almighty. 


To be Justified b y Reason. 


•'No man, no party, no nation can es­ 
cape the accountability for actions by at­ 
tributing their origin to any other source 
than human motives and human Judg­ 
ment. The policy of the administration 
toward the Filipinos must be Justified, if 
ever Justified at all, in the forum of the 
reason and conscience of mankind.” 


Mr. Towne declared that upon the a r­ 
rival of General M erritt at Manila " a dis­ 
tinct change in tone was observed" be­ 
tween the United States officials and the 
Filipinos, the altered attitudo being so 
marked as to force the conclusion "that 
part of General M erritt’' prearranged task 
was to maneuver out of an awkward 
friendliness with Aguinaldo, and thufi to 
reach a footing for the convenient de­ 
velopment of some secret policy with 
which he had come fresh-freighted from 
Washington.” 


if there was doubt of the prearrange­ 
ment of the plan, It was banished, in Mr. 
Towne s opinion, by the president himself. 
The third article of the protocol with 
Spain reads: 


"The United StateB will occupy and hold 
the city, bay and harbor of Manila, pend­ 
ing the conclusion of a treaty of peace, 
which shall determine the control, dispo­ 
sition and government of the Philippines." 


Yet, despite that definite provision, the 
president, the senator urged, Issued on De­ 
cember 21, 1898, his famous "benevolent 
assimilation" proclamation. 


Perfidy Charged. 


"Thus,” he continued, "the dilemma Is 
tills: Either that article of the protocol 
does not mean what it says, or the presi­ 
dent of the United States, In causing the 
[ issuance of the proclamation to which I 
have referred, broke the plighted faith of 
this government. 
It is not agreeable to 
me to use this language; but I devoutly 
believe that the republic Is at the gravest 
crisis in Its history, and 1 feel that a ne­ 
cessary preliminary to its getting safely 
out is to cause the people to realize how 
it came to get in.” 


Mr. Towne said of the president’s proc­ 
lamation that "among the roses of its soft 
rhetoric of love, its fair speech about 
coming 'not as Invaders or conquerors, but 
as friends’ of the ‘mild sway of justice' 
and o[ ‘benevolent assimilation,' the al­ 
ready justly-awakened distrust of the Fil­ 
ipinos clearly beheld the unsheathed and 
glittering steel of despotism." 


"If we are bent on slaughter," said he, 
"let It be In open guise. 
If we lust for 
this people’s land, let us not glaze our en­ 
terprise with false and sinister pretense. 
Rather let us bodily raise the somber flag 
of international piracy, whistle scruple 
down the wind and then close in upon our 
feeble victim to the cry of 'loot and 
glory.' ’’ 


Mr. Towne maintained that the United 
States was under the obligation of circum­ 
stances, if not, indeed, actual promise, and 
that among nations the former was quite 
as binding as the latter. 


Progressive Government. 


Senator Towne then argued at length In 
support of the contention that the Fili­ 
pinos were perfectly capable of governing 
themselves, pointing out that 80 per cent of 
the population of Luzon can read and 
write, and holding that the government 
established by Aguinaldo 
was strong, 
symmetrical and progressive, even in the 
difficult and disturbing conditions which 
surrounded it. He declared that the Fili­ 
pino statesmen "would creditably meet 
almost any emergency of administration 
in even the most advanced government 
and would have dignified and ornamented 
tha early struggles for nationality of any 
people known to history. 


•‘There is excellent reason to believe that 
even at this day the existing Filipino gov­ 
ernment, low as it is in eKtate and migra­ 
tory to some extent us to location, exer­ 
cises a wide and respected authority In the I 
Philippine islands and Is obeyed quite gen- i 
eraily by the local authorities In the in­ 
terior. 


"There is not the slightest ground for! 
believing 
that 
any 
appreciable! 
impression

pine people to resist us to the end. ' 
There Is no evidence that any strong na- j

ground our troops stand on—practically ;

Keeping Alive Rebellion. 
I 


‘‘During the campaign of 1900 it was a 
false accusation against the opponents of 
the administration policy that they were 
1 keeping alive a smoldering 'rebellion' in 
j the Philippines. 
The 
newspapers and 


* magazines made much of this foolish ar­ 
gument, and In many a pulpit where the 
gospel of the bullet has supplanted the 
Christianity of the Bible, the pious an- . 
athema -of prudent priesthood 
rose 
to 
heaven on the wings of prayer.” 


Mr. Towne then declared that after the 
electlonHha: resistiuioe In the Philippines 
increased and that it had been announced [

in the senate within a week that 30,000 
American soldiers would be needed in the 
islands for an indefinite period. 


"Is it not clear,” he Inquired, "that the 
way of duty is equally the path of profit'.’ 
Do we need to own people In order to 
trade with them? Is It not better to allow 
our customers to live, to havo their good 
will and give them tho means of payment 
than to kill the strongest of them, to 
earn the hatred of the survivors and to 
Impoverish all by desolating war'.'" 


He held that It was better to trade lib­ 
erty to the Filipinos for security to the 
United States in thu Islands than to force 
"a sullen unwillingness into slavish com­ 
pliance with some of our customs" by 
tho employment of an army of 100,000 
men. 


It was a habit of the defenders of the 
administration to sneer at the. term "im­ 
perialism," he said, but it could not be 
sneered away. 


"You can have an imperialism without 
an emperor, just as the Romans found 
that they could have a more than royal 
master though he did not bear tho hatred 
named of king," asserted Mr. Towne. 


Seeds of E m pire. 


“The retention of the Philippines will 
commit us to the whole programme of 
empire. There Is a law among nations, as 
Hamlet says there is amoii£ men, by 
which a bad appetite grows by what It 
feeds on. 
No nation In history has re­ 
sisted it, and to every nation that has 
yielded to It, It has brought disaster. 
Athens succumbed to It and perished 
Rome Indulged the mad ambition and 
followed it to her doom. 
It was the 
ruin of Venire. It will work the destruc­ 
tion of England, in my opinion, ere the 
close of this fateful century. Are we, with 
all the lessons of history before us. to 
prove the next victim of tills insatiate 
passion, the greatest, most lamentable, 
most gratuitous saurifico In all human 
tragedy? 


“I do not wish to convey the impression 
that in mv opinion the present policy will 
at one fell swoop convert this republic 
into an empire in fact. But I do say that 
the seeds of empire lurk in till« policy and 
in time will bring them to their flower and 
fruit unless we make a seasonable pre­ 
vention. 


"Godspeed the day when the American 
people, whoso annals blaze with records of 
unequaled heroism and who again and al­ 
ways, if some great cause demand It, 
would freely pay with life Itself, the price 
of Its defense, shall iuvti me moral cour­ 
age to do their civic duty—a rarer thing 
than to face undaunted 
the cannons 
mouth-—and with their sovereign voice de­ 
clare that this unholy war for greed and 
empire shull be stopped, and that no sol­ 
dier of tho United States shall ever again 
in all our history be sent to other lands 
to war on peopie fighting for their lib­ 
erty. 


“1 shall not willingly cease to dream 
of a twentieth century devoted to the 
demonstration, the first and only one in 
history, that 'a government of tho people, 
for the people and by the people' need 
not 'perish from the earth.’ 
There Is 
an inspiration in that thought that to 
our beloved country may be reserved the 
culminating glory of the age« In crowning 
with success the long experiment of right­ 
eous self-government." 


Mr. Towne closed at 3:15, 
having 
spoken just three hours. There was a 
round of applause shortly before he 
closed, which 
tho 
presiding 
officer 
checked with a w arning to the galleries, 
but the galleries broke again into ap ­ 
plause as Mr. Towne closed. 
He was 
heartily congratulated by senators and 
representatives. 
Almost following Mr. 
Towne's speech, the credentials of his 
successor. Moses E. Clapp of M inne­ 
sota were presented and he was duly 
sworn in. 


Sim m ons’ C redentials. 


The credentials of Joseph W. Bailey, 
as senator from Texas, and of F. M. 
Simmons as senator from North C ar­ 
olina, were also presented. 
Mr. Mc- 
Comas (Md.) created som ething of a. 
stir by moving that the credentials of 
the North Carolina senator be referred 
to the committee on privileges and elec­ 
tions. 


Mr. H oar (Mass.) em phatically ob­ 
jected. saying the people had the right 
to change the present complexion of 
the senate every two years and that 
there should bo nc interruption in the 
reception of credentials except under 
most urgent conditions and after full 
explanations. 


Mr. McComas w ithdrew his motion on 
Mr. Chandler, chairm an of the com­ 
m ittee on privileges and elections, giv­ 
ing assurance that no rights would be 
waived by the present reading of the 
credentials. 


Irrigation. 


The Indian appropriation bill was 
then taken up, the pending am endm ent 
relating to irrigation along the San 
Carlos river for the benefit of the In ­ 
dian lands.

Amendment Agreed To. 


The San Carlos irrigation am endm ent 
was agreed to with changes providing 
that the surveys shall not commit the 
United States to the execution of the 
plan of irrigation. 


Mr. Thurston 
proposed an am end­ 
m ent authorizing a joint committee of 
three senators and three representa­

Topeka, K as., Jan. 28.—Mrs. Carrie 
Nation today Invaded the office of Gov­ 
ernor Stanley in his cham bers In the 
capitol building and for a solid hour 
arraigned the chief executive of the 
state for Ills failure to close tile sa­ 
loons of K ansas. 
Then in turn she 
visited the offices of A ttorney Gen­ 
eral Goddard, County A ttorney N ich­ 
ols and Sheriff Porter and dem anded 
of each th at they close the saloons. 


When Mrs. N ation entered Governor 
Stanley's office she wus followed by a 
crowd of new spaper reporters und o th ­ 
ers. 
Ry turns she adm inistered to 
Governor Stanley a tongue lushing for 
his failure to uphold the laws against 
liquor selling or begged him for aid to 
ca.rrv on bpr cro*;-<.1 
^ ; 
y. 
questions with fierceness and answ ered 
them herself w ithout giving the gov­ 
ernor time to u tter a complete sen­ 
tence in his own defense. 


Discussion of Methods. 


Mrs. Nation accused Governor S tan ­ 
ley of branding her a law breaker und 
demanded to know If lie bad a b et­ 
ter method than she of ridding the 
state of saloons. 


"Do you think my method Is right?" 
she asked. 


"No, I don't," replied the governor. 
"Well, governor, have you a better 
one?" 


As the governor turned In his chair 
to make answ er every one listened In­ 
tently. 


"No, I don't think I have," he final­ 
ly answered. 


Continuing, he managed to edge In 
a few words more. 


"W hat can I do? I am powerless. 
The law does not allow me to do w hat 
I desire. 
The law gives me no priv­ 
ileges. 
W hat can I do?" 


"U necessary call out the nillitla," 
was Mrs. N ation's reply. 


Roused H is Anger. 


Than the crusader began u philippic 
that caused Governor Stanley's anger 
to rise and the crowd grouped about 
his desk to look on in wonder-. 


"You can close evtry joint In K ansas 
if you will. Governor Stnnlny " •»h«' 
said with force. 
"You can do it If 
you w ant to, but you won t. 
You are 
a law breaker yourself if you don't. 
You took the oath of office to keep the 
law." 


As Mrs. N ation proceeded she be­ 
came more vehem ent and her voice 
qiuvered. 
She rose from her rh air 
and looked full in the face of Governor 
Stanley, and pointing her flinger at 
him called him “law breaker" and "per­ 
ju re r” w ithout the least show of fear. 
She repeated these words of accusa­ 
tion again and again. 
He tried to 
make 
reply but she gave 
him no 
chance, the words of invective pour­ 
ing from her with a rush th at would 
not be stemmed. 


Tho Room in an Uproar. 


Finally, his tem per gone. Governor 
Stanley arose from his scut and sh o u t­ 
ed back:

vate office and introduced herself w ith 
these words:

direct questions, and referred her to 
the county attorney,

asked: 


"Mr. A ttorney General, you're not 
dodging, are you?

County Officials Next. 


W ith a parting injunction to do w hat 
he had sworn to do on taking his 
oath, Mrs. Nation, followed by an arm y 
of people with a body guard of new s­ 
paper men. started for the county a t­ 
torney’s office. 


"The governor and attorney general 
are dodging," she said, "but there’s 
no dodging my hatchet." 


.She had lost her w raps and her veil 
during her raid on the state house 
but she w asted no time looking for 
them. 


To County A ttorney Nichols she re­ 
peated her dem ands and flnally said 
she wished to sw ear out a w arran t 
for the saloon keeper's wife who had 
attacked her S aturday night with a 
broomstick. 
W ith a few words of 
w arning Mrs. N ation and her train 
wen' again on the way this time head­ 
ed for the office' of Sheriff P orter S. 
Cook. 


The sheriff was in a rage and at 
last boiling over with anger under her 
scorching attack, he broke aw ay and 
rushing tow ard a new spaper m an in 
the crowd who had pointed at him, 
seized the offender's collar and made 
a motion to strike him.

Details of the Various Mining Transac­ 
tions Which Have Taken Place 
and News of Strikes and 
Shipments at Camp. 


DEVELOPMENT NEWS 


B elow w ill be found particulars of 
developm ent work reported by com ­ 
panies and lessees operating In the d is­ 
trict: 


Eleanor. 


The lessees w ho have recently taken 
out a lease on the property of the E lea­ 
nor com pany on G alena hill have just 
let a contract for 100 feet of sinking. 
In prospecting on the surface the new 
lessees were convinced that it would 
pay them to sin k at once, and have ac­ 
cordingly decided to lose no tim e.

Washington, Jan. 29.—The report of 


Representative Overstreet of Indiana, 
upon the bill which he was authorized 
by the banking committee to report to 
the house "to maintain the parity of 
the money of the United States," was 
presented to the house today. The re- 
port declares that the bill "reaffirms 
the declarations of the United States 
to maintain the parity of all forms of 
money with the gold standard value 
and makes provision whereby the par- 
ity of the sliver dollars may be main- 
tained by exchange for gold at the 
treasury upon demand of the holder." 


Mr. Overstreet continues: 
• J.IIB only reasonable and scientific 
method for making absolute provision 
for the parity is by providing that the 
silver dollars shall be exchangeable for 
gold at the treasury upon demand of 
the holder. In this way the declared 
purpose of the government to main 
such parity will be made operative by 
direct ana simple methods, which will 
at all times demonstrate the existence 
of the parity. The purpose of the gov- 
ernment as declared by congress should 
be coupled 
with a provision of law 
authorizing the secretary of the treas- 
ury to carry Into effect such purpose 
by some reasonable, overt act which 
shall show the ability and readiness of 
the. government at all times to put 
such purpose into practice." 
The first section of the bill grants 
this authority to the secretary of the 
treasury "who Is hereby directed at 
the demand of the holder to exchange 
gold coin for standard silver dollars 
when presented to the treasury of the 
United States in sums of not less than 
60 dollars." 
•It Is declared that making silver dol- 
lars exchangeable for gold coin at the 
treasury would not change existing con- 
ditions In any material respect except 
In the Increased degree of confidence 
inspired-among the public In the char- 
acter of silver money. 
The report points out that the wide 
distribution; of the silver certificates 
and their small denominations made It 
practically 'Impossible to gather them 
together 
for presentation In large 
amounts to the treasury. It shows that 
the sliver certificates of denominations 
of $10 or less have risen since the sum 
mer of 1893 from about $240,000,000 to 
$368,000,000, while the higher denomlna 
tlana have fallen by about $22,000,000 
and amount to only $68,000,000. It says 
that a heavy demand fell upon the 
treasury 'during the panic, years fo 
hoarding, which would be avoided if al 
the money of the United States were 
equally good. 
The reports refer to the

London, Jan. 28.—Yesterday through- 


out the kingdom all places of worship 
held services in memory of Queen Vic- 
toria, At St. Paul's cathedral there was 
an unusual scene. Before a o'clock In 
the morning an enormous crowd, wholly 
attired in black, streamed from all di- 
rections to the vast edifice and by 10 
o'clock it was packed. Thousands, un- 
able to obtain admission stood vainly 
welting on the steps and around listen- 
ing to the low organ strains and muffled 
peal. The service began at half past 
ten. The Most Rev. Frederick Temple, 
primate and Archbishop of Canterbury, 
preached a most touching sermon. 
There was a similar scene at West- 
rnlnster Abbey where all the services 
throughout the day were attended by 
enormous congregations. The large as- 
semblage In the chapel at St. James 
palace Included Princess Frederick of 
Hanover, Princess Frances of Teck, a 
'host of titled people, many members of 
the cabinet and other 
distinguished 
persons. 


All the Roman Catholic and foreign 
churches in England . held 
special 
memorial services. The members of the 
-French, embassy attended the French 
church. Very elaborate' services were 
•held In the chapel of the Russian em- 
bassy by command of Emperor Nicho- 
las.Everywhere'particular attention was 
paid to the musical portion of the ser- 
' vices. At Lincoln's Inn chapel, Brahm's 
^'Reijuiem" was performed. 


The venerable William McDonald Sin- 


clair, .archdeacon of London and canon 
of St. Paul's cathedral, preached a com- 
memorative discourse at Canterbury 
cathedral. 


Special sermons were preached at St. 
George's chapel at Windsor. 
Every- 


where cathedrals and churches were 
draped nnd hung with mourning em- 
blems. Telegrams from the colonies nnd 
from all of the principal cities abroad 
where British subjects reside report 
memorial services. Sir Alfred Mllner 
attended the service at the cathedral 
In Cape Town. 


Lord Roberts and William St. John 
Broderlck, secretary of state for war, 
were present at the morning prayers 
In Whlpplngham church at 11 o'clock 
yesterday.

His majesty took luncheon there, the 
guests including Lord Klntore, Colonel

majesty's staff while In England, the 
members of.the German embassy and

Crown Prince Frederick William pro- 


'pOBed the emperor's health, which was 
drunk with "hochs." The kaiser then 
drank the health of King Edward, the 
entire company standing. 


Then his majesty donned the uniform 


of a British admiral to receive visitors 
who might call to tender congratula- 
tions. 
Among those who came were 
King Edward In the uniform of an ad- 
miral, the Duke of Connaught, Prince 
Christian and other royal personages, 
Lord Roberts and Mr. Broderlck, all In 
.full uniform. 


The emperor received the king at tho 


gangway. The yacht was rolling heavily 
owing to the gale so that the queen and 
the royal ladles were prevented from 
accompanying the king. After tea had 
been served the royal party returned to 
Osborne house, Emperor William and 
the crown prince Immediately return- 
ing the visit and dining with the king. 
In addition to the sword of a field 
marshal, King Edward has presented 
to JSmperor William, already a Knight 
of the Garter, the insignia of the order 
In diamonds. The faot that this gift 
was ordered by the late queen with the 
Intention of presenting it on the kaiser's 
birthday, gave a pathetic Interest to 
the presentation. Emperor William, on 
learning of the king's Intention to ap- 
point, him a field marshal, sent the fol- 
lowing telegram to Lord Salisbury: 


"The king, my august uncle, confers

"I beg with most profound respect to 
tender to your imperial majesty my 
thanks for your telegram and my sin- 
cere congratulations upon the anniver- 
sary of your majesty's birthday and 
upon the appointment to the exalted 
rank of .field marshal which my august 
sovereign, the king, has been pleased to 
confer upon your Imperial majesty; and 
I am convinced that your acceptance 
ot the oftlce will give the liveliest grati- 
fication to all classes of the nation who 
have been deeply touched by the consid- 
eration and kindly feeling exhibited In 
your gracious visit on this solemn oc- 
casion." 
| Lord Roberts responded as follows:

QUESTION OF

More Than Usual Interest Manifested 


in the Matter in Washington. 


SENATOR C. A. TOWNE'S SPEECH 


Both Houses Will Devote Much Time 


to Appropriation Bills—Ship Sub- 


sidy and War Revenue. 


British and Foreign Warships to Es- 
cort the Queen's Body to London. 
Cowes, Jan. 27.—The programme for 
the naval display at Splthead has not 
yet been prepared but It Is now under- 
stood the British fleet will extend In a 
single line following the north side of 
the channel from Cowes and thence to' 
Portsmouth, while the foreign warships 
will follow a, corresponding line on the 
south side. It Is believed that the body 
of Queen Victoria will be removed from 
Osborne at 3 o'clock Friday afternoon 
and will be conveyed on board the Al- 
berta, escorted by eight torpedo boats 
and followed by all the royal yachts 
and probably the Hohenzollern. 
The 


body will remain on the Alberta for the 
night and be taken to London Saturday 
morning. 
It Is understood that the queen left 
the most detailed Instructions regarding 
the disposal of her body and the at- 
tendant ceremonies. She Is said to have 
expressed a wish that Chopin's and 
Mendelssohn's funeral marches should 
be performed In preference to the "Dead 
March" In Saul. 


Paris, Jan. 
27.— The minister ot 
marine has ordered the cruiser Depuy 
De Lome to represent France at the 
naval assemblage oft Splthead on the 
occasion of the removal of Queen Vic- 
toria's •• body from Osborne to Ports- 
mouth next Friday. 


Washington, Jan. 27.—A variety of 


subjects, Including appropriation bills, 
the war revenue reduction bill, the ship 
subsidy bill, and, to some extent the 
Philippine question, will claim the at- 
tention of the senate the coming week. 
On Monday Mr. Townc will sp.cak on 
the problems Involved In the govern- 
ment of the Philippines. There Is some- 
what more than usual Interest In this 
speech, not only because of Mr. Towne's 
reputation aa an orator and the fact 
that It will be his only speech In the 
senate upon a political subject, but also 
because of increased interest in the 
Philippine question, aroused by 
the 


president's request of the senate for 
early legislation on this subject. It does 
not appear probable that the Minnesota 
senator's speech will call 
out 
other 
speeches Immediately upon this subject 
because even senators who would like 
to see legislation during this session 
admit the Impossibility of taking up the 
matter seriously until the report of the 
Taft commission can be printed, or so 
long as there are other pressing ques- 
tiohs before the senate, still, straggling 
references to the subject are not Im- 
probable at any time during the re- 
mainder of Che session. 


Senator Aldrlch, chairman of the fi- 
nance committee, has given notice that 
he will ask the senate to take up the 
war revenue bill early In the week. The 
understanding Is that they will press 
the question to the exclusion of ail bills 
except appropriation bills. 
Being a 


revenue measure It will take precedence 
of -other questions under the senate 
rules. While there Is no real opposition 
to the war revenue bill, it appears prob- 
able that there will be some discussion 
of it as an easy means of .delaying con- 
sideration of the subsidy bill. If there 
Is opportunity the subsidy bill will be 
taken up but it la not expected that 
anything more definite will occur In this 
connection during the present week 
than the making of speeches. The In- 
dian appropriation bill continues to re- 


ceive attention Monday after the con- 
elusion of Mr. Towne's speech. 


HOUSE. 


. Washington, Jan. 27.—The week In 
the house Is likely to be monopolized 
by appropriation bills. Seven of the 
14 appropriation bills have 
already 
passed the house, namely the executive, 
legislative and judiciary; pension, mili- 
tary, academy: Indian, river and har- 
bor and District 
of Columbia bills. 
Three others, the postomce, agricul- 
tural and fortifications bills have been 
reported to the house-and the remain- 
Ing four, the army, consular and dip- 
lomatic, sundry civil and general defi- 
ciency, are still In the committees hav- 
ing them in charge. THe three reported 
to the house and the consular and dip- 
lomatic, which Is practically completed, 
probably will be disposed ot during the 
week. Whatever time remains will be 
occupied with the bill to promote the 
efficiency of the revenue cutter service, 
which has been made a continuing spe- 
cial order, not however, to Interfere 
with appropriation bills. The postoffice 
appropriation bill Is likely to be made 
the occasion of much debate. All the 
questions raised by the report of the 
joint postal commission are likely to be 
dragged Into the arena. An effort un- 
doubtedly -will be made to continue the 
appropriations for pneumatic tube ser- 
vice which were eliminated from the bill, 
and there will probably be the usual 
fight In the appropriations for special 
mall facilities. It may be that In the 
course of the week, a special rule will 
be brought In for the consideration of 
one of the gold bills reported by the 
coinage, weights and measures and 
banking and currency committees, both 
ot which are struggling for precedence 
In connection with this legislation. But 
the committee on rules, to which the 
committees appealed yesterday, has not 
yet come to any conclusion and the gold 
bill's place in the week's programme re- 
mains nrobiematlcal. 


TALK OF EXTRA SESSION 


The Executive and Congress Are Both Seriously Discuss- 


ing Its Wisdom But With No Conclusion. 


Washington, Jan 26.—That senators 
regard seriously the prospect ot an ex- 
tra session of congress in view of the 
president's urgent recommendation of 
legislation concerning the Philippine is- 
lands was shown today by the activity 
of those who desire -to avoid an ex- 
tra session. The speculation concern- 
Ing the probability of a called session 
was rendered more definite by the fact 
that senators known to be generally 
well Informed concerning the president's 
plans joined In the discussion of the 
outlook. 


Careful inquiry also developed the 
fact that the president has canvaaa- 
ed 
the 
subject 
.with 
a 
few 
senators. 
He 
does 
not 
appear 


to have indicated any fixed deter- 
mination of Issuing a.call but rather to 
have consulted them as to the advisa- 
bility of such a proceeding. 
In all 
such Instances he seems to have had 
the necessity of the Philippine legisla- 
tion In view and senators generally ex- 
press the opinion that In case a meet- 
Ing Is called the Philippine question 
will receive the lion's share of atten- 
tion. 


The urgency of the administration 


on this point Is due to the Importuning 
of the Taft commission, the members 
of which appear to have supplemented 
their official recommendations for early 
action with private letters not only to 
the president but the members of the 
cabinet and senators as well. They in- 
sist upon the early recognition of the 
civil rights of the Filipinos and a gov- 
ernment for them other than military 
In form. 


Senators who have concerned them- 
selves with these matters have can- 
vassed the senate somewhat today as 
to the possibility of getting legislation 
before the fourth of March In the line 
of that contemplated by the Spooner 
bill; but they have received very lit- 
tle encouragement. One senator who 
has given much attention to the Phil- 
ippine question said that any legisla- 
tion attempted on the subject of gov- 
ernment for the Philippines necessarily 
would cause prolonged debate. 
"The senate would talk a month on 
a resolution declaring that the Philip- 
pines are the Philippines" said one sen- 
ator, as an illustration of His idea of 
the hopelessness of securing action be- 
fore the conclusion ot the present ses- 


sion. 


Senators are-divided upon the ques- 


tion of the necessity of congressional 
action upon the Cuban 
constitution. 


SomeVof them contend that. congress 
will Mt be called upon to act In any 
way^Wpon the constitution. Others ad- 
mit'the correctness of the view to the 
extent of saying congressional action 
will ;Bot be compulsory but they ad- 
va.nce the Idea that the president will 
desire to have congress share the re- 
sponsibility of whatever step may be 
taken with reference to 
the 
Cuban 


government. 
They also suggest 
the 
possibility that something In the Cuban 
constitution may require close scrutiny 
and they argue that If congressional 
action should prove to be necessary, it 
would not be fair to the Cubans to 
postpone It until next December. 
The senators who oppose the ship 
subsidy bill are opposed 
to an extra 
session and will do all they can to 
prevent the calling of one. 


Upon the whole the most that can be 
said Is that both the executive and con- 
gregs are discussing the wisdom of an 
extra session and that no conclusion 
has bean reached on the point. 


ITALY IN 


Death of the Composer Verdi Brings 


Sorrow to His 'Countrymen- 


Senatorial Eulogies. 


Mllnn, Jan. 27,—Although preceded by 


a struggle for life that lasted two days, 
Verdi's death, when it came, was peace- 
ful. He did not regain consciousness. 
When he' passed awav he was sur- 
rounded by relatives and 
Intimate 


friends. 
The announcement of his 


death created great emotion. Theater?, 
pleasure resorts and many stores were 
closed and nearly all the prominent 
residences were draped. 
Today the city authorities published 


eulogistic 
proclamations which were 


posted throughout Milan. 
King Victor Kmmanuel sent to the 


family a felegrem of condolence on be- 
half of himself and Qunen Helena, say- 
Iner: 
"We join in the homage, regrets and 


admiration offered by Italy and the 
civilized world to the Immortal mem- 
ory of Verdi. 
The nation and 
the 


glorious art of our country have suf- 
fered a loss so serious that It Is be- 
yond repair." 
In his will Verd! asks that the fun- 
eral may be "very modest." He sug- 
gests that It take place either at day- 
break or eventide and that the cere- 
mony be without music. 
"The chanting of two priests, two 


candles and a cross will suffice," he 
wrote. 
Many legacies were left to friends. 
The date of the funeral has not been 


fixed, but It will probably be Wednes- 
day or Thursday. The Interment will 
be In the chapel ot the retreat for In- 
digent musicians; which Verdi estab- 
lished. 
The Scala theater will reopen after 


the funeral with a performance in aid 
of the monument tund. 
King Victor Emmanuel will be repre- 


sented at the funeral by the crown 
prince. The city council adopted a res- 
olution today offering to place the re- 
mains In the municipal cemetery among 
the Illustrious citizens of Milan there- 
in interred. 


Rome. Jan. 27.—Today's session of 


the Italian senate was .devoted 
to 
eulogies of Verdi by the president of 
the senate, and Slgnor Saracco, the 
premier.

"The death of Verdi" paid the pre- 


mier, "has caused universal sorrow In 
Italy, a sorrow felt from the royal pal- 
ace to the lowliest cottage In the capi- 
tal and from Rome to the humblest 
hamlet In the country.

FIRE IN WASHINGTON

SENATOR STEWART'S BILL 


TO AMEND MINING LAWS 


Special to the Gazette. 


Washington. D. C., Jan. 27.—The text 


of Senator Stewart's bill to amend the 
mining laws of the United States dis- 
closes one of the most radical mining 
measures proposed In congress 
for 


many years. The bill provides as fol- 
lows: 


That no person shall locate a mining 


claim as agent or by power, of attorney 
for another except as hereinafter pro- 
vided. No person shall locate mortf-than 
one placer-mining claim In watershed 
of any stream or creek In the same min- 
ing district,- nor shall any person locate 
more than one claim on any vein or 
lode: Provided, That any citizen of the 
United States or person who shall have 
declared his Intention to become such 
may, after the discovery of ore In place 
In a lode or mineral in paying Quanti- 
ties In a placer deposit, locate one such 
claim for one other-person as agent or 
attorney, and no more, in any onet min- 
ing district; •• Provided further. That 
'prior to any such location for another 
he shall file for record In the recorder's 
office of the mining district a power ot 
attorney authorizing him to make min- 
ing locations for the person 
named 
therein, which power of attorney must 
be acknowledged before a notary public 
or other person having a seal and au- 
thorized by law to take acknowledg- 
ments of deeds: and Provided further, 
That the person for-whose benefit the 
location Is made shall:be a citizen of 
ths United States Or shall have declared 
his Intention to become such, and shall 
within six months after such location 
file his acceptance of the same, ac- 
knokledged In the same manner ag the 
power of attorney aforesaid, with the 
recorder of mining claims In the dis- 
trict where mining claims, are recorded, 
and shall perform the amount of labor 
and Improvements required within the 
time prescribed by law. 


Section 2. That on all mining claims 
located as provided In section one of 
this act;, the assessment work required 
by law shall be' performed on or before 
the thirty-first .day «f December fol- 
lowing the date of location, except that 
on claims located after the first day of 
September in any year the time within 
which the said assessment.: work. shall

LEGISLATIVE 


INVESTIGATION 


(Prom Saturday's Dally.) 


A Joint committee of the-senate and 


house of the state legislature was 
in session yesterday afterrioon In Col- 
orado Springs from 2 o'clock until about 
C. The committee was'here to obtain 
information relative to the causes of 
the coal strike that Is In effect at the 
coal mines north of the city. ' 


The session, of the, committee was 
held at. Union Labor hall above the 
dry goods store of the Johnson & Wil- 
bur Mercantile Co., and.was attended 
by about 160 miners from the various 
mines of the local coal district. Mr. 
L. L. Altken and Mr. J. F. Llnthurst 
of the Pike's Peak Consolidated com- 
pany were present at the meeting, but 
did not give any testimony, stating 
that they would be present at the meet- 
ing of the committee to be held In Den- 
ver today, > Which meeting will be de- 
voted, to receiving the testimony and 
arguments of the operators and owners 
of the mines In the various coal dis- 
tricts of the state. 


The committee consists of the follow- 
ing persons: Senators L. A. Tanquary, 
Pueblo, chairman; C. B. Bard; Boulder; 
F. A. Moore, Fremont; Representatives 
J. J. Bradley, Arapahoe; John Ken-' 
nedy. Ouray; J. A. Martin, Pueblo j T. 
M. Raney. Lake, 


The committee was appointed by the 
legislature to make an Investigation of 
the condition of the miners In the va- 
rious coal districts and report to the 
legislature. 
It was slven power to 
summon witnesses and all evidence 
which It has received has been given 
under oath. 
It has visited the coal, 
districts about Lpulsvjlle and Lafayette 
In the northern.part of .the state, the 
.RocHVale. district In the Arkansas val- 
ley and also Coal Creek, and came to 
Colorado Springs 
from 
the various 


mining camps in and about Walsen- 
burg. Yesterday .afternoon was put in 
.receiving testimony from, the miners 
.in the camps In this vicinity and to- 
day, or as long as is needed, will be 
taken to receive the side of the coal 
operators. 


The legislators started out upon their 
tour last Saturday, a week ago today, 
and had Instructions to report to the 
legislature not later than 10 days from 
the beginning of its work which would 
be on the 29th, but the committee will 
not be ready to report by that time. 
It will probably require most of next 
week to got t"e result of Its Investiga- 
tions 'Into shape.' The power of the 
committee is limited 'to the' making 
of its report. It Is probable, how- 
ever, that the report will have 'consid- 
erable Influence with, many of the mem- 
bers Of the legislature In their attitude 
toward the eight hour amendment to 
the constitution of the state, which is 
being sought by the laboring people and 
upon the bill now pending for the es- 
tablishment of a board. of arbitration 
under the state government, 
which 


board* shall have power to enforce Its 
findings in Investigations of labor, dif- 
ficulties,

The members of the committee stated 
that the average of Intelligence on the 
Part of the miners of the Colorado 
Springs" district was :,far and away 
higher than that which was found In 
any other camp that had been visited. 
There,, were, about. 16? miners In the 
room while the investigation proceeded, 
and they were as.a rule men of un- 
usual education and Intelligence to be 
engaged In such hard manual labor, as 
Is performed/by the~ coal niinere. The 
questions put were answered promptly 
and directly and there wag no inclina- 
tion On the part of anyone to hold any- 
thing back or to make out conditions 
worse than actually exist. 
The 'first witness called was Luke 
Brennan, .the president of the local 
branch of the United Mine Workers 
of America. • He. testified that In the 
month , of December he received 
a 
gross Income .of 481.40, out of which 
caui,o his expenses, including rent for a 
huuse .which was 16.00; the bouse was 
a structure 12x14 in size. He said that 
he was;, estfsfle.d. with the system of 
welghing.coal at the mine and that lie 
was getting paid for all the coal that 
he took out....He, said that the' cost of 
living had Increased 35 per cent, in the 
last two .years. He had known' but 


i twice of the state mining inspector be- 
ling in the local camp. 


William Tudor, check weigher, and 


William Wagner, a miner, testified to 
conditions at the mines In a general 
way. 


Henry Jones, a miner, questioned by 
Senator Moore, said that he had been 
employed at the.Danville mine since 
February a year ago and stated the 
demand that had been made upon the 
company by the miners. He said that 
In December he made $65 gross, out 
of which came all his stoppages.or reg- 
ular expenses, including rent, oil, coal, 
company doctor, etc., which amounted 
to about »12. He said that the demand 
for increased wages was made because 
he believed that the men were entitled 
to It, their wages being compared with 
those paid in other sections of the 
state. He said the mine was a good 
practical mine and that- 1; was well 
kept. 
He was satisfied that he re- 
ceived credit for all the coal that he 
mined.' He said tho cost of living In 
the last two years had Increased mater- 
ially .probably 25 per cent, on every- 
thing. He was a member of the griev- 
ance committee of the union, but not 
an officer of it. 


A. B. Jardlne, Domlnek' C. Hill, Joe 
Marino, Frank P. Mott, Walter Rob- 
ertson, Henry Stewart, and one or two 
others were examined, by the committee 
and evidence along many lines was 
taken. 
The men were examined as to 
where they had formerly worked and 
as to the relative conditions existing 
In those camps and In the camps of the 
district 'about Colorado Springs. 
Perhaps the best witness of the day 
was Frank Mott, WHose testimony was 
that of a man who evidently runs his 
affairs regardless of their: extent, upon 
a thoroughly business basis.

able to tell exactly how 'much he had 
earned . from

Mr.'Modi stated that, he was em- 
ployed a.t the Curtis mine and that he 
had been^employed there since Septem- 
ber, 1899, and that he was so employed 
during all of-the year 1900.

were not for the money that his wife 
earned he would be unable to support 
his family on what he could.make at 
the mines.

A WATCHMAN

About daylight 'the citizens

The fire department made a quick run 
to the scene, and soon had two streams 
Playing on the blaze, -but the fire must 
have had a good start, because the'shell

A rumor was started that the man 
had met a violent death at the hands 
of robbers, but ah examination by the 
officials shows that there Is no basis 
for such a statement.

fallen out of his clothes when they 
burned, and the heat had exploded the 
cartridges, but there were no -marks to 
show that any of them had been fired 
from the .revolver. 


Not Foul Play 


Coroner Law was summoned as soon 
as the body was found and with De- 
tective Atkinson of the police force 
worked all day on the case. The cor- 
oner decided last evening that an In- 
quest Is unnecessary as he found no 
evidence of foul play. Mr. Atkinson 
ast evening said that he fully agrees 
In this, and could find no evidence that 
the watchman had surprised robbers at 
work, who had killed him. 


The theory advanced by those who 
worked In the case is this. Wells came 
down from the passenger depot about 
4 o'clock, the last time that he was 
seen alive. He sat down In the busi- 
ness ofllce and took off his overcoat, 
which was found spread out on a chair, 
as If he had. used It thrown over his 
shoulders:- His cap. and the dark lan- 
tern used In prowling about' the build- 
in*. were on a table beside the chair. 
About 5 o'clock the old gentleman got 
UD and went to the clerk's room In the 
extreme back of the building and 
lighted the fire. This clerk comes to 
work quite early and It has been the 
custom to fix the fire at that hour. 
Then he went back to the front of the 
building and perhaps dozed oft or he 
may have been engaged In his janitor 
work in front. The building took flre 
and he either smelled the smoke or 
heard the crackling and started back 
to the rear. He had gone but a little 
wav when he was overcome. The au- 
topsy shows that his lungs had drawn 
In the name and smoke before he died, 
and there was no Injury to any vital 
cart of the body. 


The autopsy was made yesterday by 
Dr. Estlll and Dr. Smith. Dr. Estlll 
gave out the following statement last 
night: 


"The autopsy upon the remains of 
Mr. Welts, found dead In the debris of 
the Denver & Illo Grande depot, alter 
the flre, failed to reveal any evidence 
of foul play. There was no wound ' to 
be found upon any of the vital organs. 
On the other hand, the lungs were 
found to be in a high state of acute 
hyperaemla, which we would naturally 
expect to find In a person having per- 
ished by Inhalation of smoke and flame. 
Since there seems .to be no evidence of 
any robbery having been committed, 
and since there exists no proof of foul 
play, the natural inference Is that the 
watchman perished In an effort to ex- 
tinguish the flames." 


Other Facts 


The body of the dead man was badly 
burned about the head, face and feet. 
It Is proposed to have the funeral this 
afternoon. 
Mr. Wells was 87 years of age. He 
has been living around here for several 
years, and at one time drove the mall 
wagon. 
Last summer he was a watchman at 
the D. and R. G. baggage room and 
was generally known as "Dad." He was 
a carpenter by trade. 
There is a very interesting circum- 
stance connected with the death. Yes- 
terday morning coming down 
from 
Denver on the D. and R. G. train Mr. 
Andrews and Mr. Darling, two railroad 
men were In the smoking room of the 
compartment car, and were talking of 
the accident. A stranger inquired about 
the particulars and when they were 
explained to him he exclaimed, "Why 
that is my father. I am on my way to 
spend the day with him." 
It seems that the son is an employe 
of the Burlington road and had been 
transferred 
to another 
position and 
was en route to take It. He had a day 
In Denver and had decided to 
come 
down, and see his old father. 
It was 
a very' great shock .to him. Another 
son, who Is employed by the D..'a"nd R, 
G. at Sallda, will arrive today- for the. 
funeral,.

Mr. Ellison. D. and R. G . , general 
agent, , said last evening that the' com- 
pany cannot estimate its loss on build- 
ing and freight. 
The building was 
erected within the past 
two 
years. 
Their safes were not injured and the 
books and papers were saved, but yes- 
terday was spent In trying to straight- 
en out things. The building cost about 
$10,000 and there was a miscellaneous 
lot of freight in the place. Mr. Elli- 
son says there were no explosives there. 
They have opened temporary 
offices 
at Vermljo and Sierra Madre streets. 
The road was saved a great loss by 
the bright mind and activity of a boy 
named Brown, aged about 17, who is 
the car accountant. He was on his way 
to work when he saw the flames shoot- 
ing out of the building. He ran to the 
switch engine standing In the yards, 
and almost forced the fireman, who 
was a green hand and knew hardly 
anything of the machine, to work it. 
The boy did the switching and between 
them they got all of the cars away 
from the burning building. 
The new building stood on the site of 
the old frame house that burned on 
October 1, 1898, when the Antlers was 
destroyed. It was surrounded by tracks 
and was most unsuitably located. 


FIRSfCLASS CITY

The 
hand that creates an Instrument and 
gives It force, however, has been ex- 
tended to recall the Instrument and 
stay the force; the governor of Colo- 
rado honored the requisition of the gov- 
ernor of Missouri and ordered that a 
warrant issue for the detention of Fur- 
ber, who was then In Cripple Creek.' 
Now the governor of Colorado has re- 
• called the authority given by that war- 
rant and directed that the alleged fug- 
itive be released. The requisition papers 
were served upon Charles S. Thomas, 
who was then governor of -Colorado. 
The revocation of the authority by him 
given is by James B. Orman, now gov- 
ernor of Colorado. The authority given 
by Gov. Thomas was directed to the 
sheriff of any county In Colorado. The 
sheriff, to make the arrest was Sheriff 
Stewart of Teller county;'the order'to 
release Is directed to any sheriff In the' 
state and the officer to make the re- 
lease is Sheriff * Goddard OT; El Paso 
county. 


The exact ground upon which Gov. 
Orman recalls the permission to take 
Furher from the state Is not'set forth 
In the document by 'which Furber gets 
his liberty, but the action Ifjregarded 
as final In the case, and Furber can 
probably remain a free citizen of Colo- 
rado as long as he desires to. do so.

Ivywiid School 


House Contract 


(From Tuesday's Dally.) 
, 


A meeting of the board of education I 


was held yesterday for the purpose of i 
awarding the contract for the erection 
of the Ivy wild school on Cascade av- 
enue In Ivywlld, particulars of which 
have been stated to Gazette readers 
several times. 


The contract was awarded to Linn 


S. Atkinson and the building, which 
will cost $4,000 will be ready for oc- 
cupancy by the first of April. 
It will be a one-story two-room struc- 
ture and will nccomodate about 100 
pupils. 
It will be ventilated with 


the Dlxon system and will be heated 
with a furnace. 
The plans for the 
building were drawn by T. MacLa'ren. 
There is a 'little friction between 
the school authorities and some of the 
parents of the pupils at the city school 
over the matter of vaccination. The 
school authorities have acted under 
the instructions of the city board of 
health or the city physician and none 
of the rules that have been layed down 
with the purpose of preventing a spread 
of small-pox In the city schools have 
been Imposed by the school board or 
the school authorities except under the 
direction of the health officer. 
The pupils this year have 'been re- 
quired to show a scar from vaccina- 
tion, no certificate of any kind being 
accepted as evidence of successful vac- 
cination. 
The rule has led to con- 
siderable trouble, however, the parents 
of some of the pupils refusing to allnw 
them to show a scar and Insisting that 
a certificate 
signed 
by a physician 


should be sufficient. 
Yesterday morn- 


Ing Instructions were given the prin- 
cipals of the different buildings to ad- 
mit to school pupils who have been 
kept at home because they refused to 
show a scar, provided such pupils can 
present certificates of successful vac- 
cination, made out and properly signed 
by a reputable physician. 
Dr. Hutchlngs, the city physician, 
states that he has no clash with any 
one so far as he knows up to the pres- 
ent time. 
He has given Instructions 
and he states that they are strictly 
within the provisions of the city or- 
dinances and of the laws of the state. 
He has taken the measures required 
by the statutes to protect the schools 
from smallpox and If the measures 
are too severe, he says It Is tne fault 
of the laws and not of himself. 
He 
says it Is no particular plasure to him 
to make an Inspection of the entire 
school attendance but that the laws 
require It and he has done It. 
He 
says he knows It to be a fact that a 
large number of pulpls who have been 
taken out of school rather than show 
a scar have no scars to show, and no 
certificates, and that In several cases 
where certificates have been offered, 
properly made out and signed, there 
has deen no.scar to warrant the mak- 
ing of the certificate. 


Just what will be the effect of the 
decision ot the school authorities to 
allow the principals to accept certifi- 
cates Is not certain. 
Dr. Hutchlngs 
says he has a statement from the state 
board of health Instructing him as to 
his duty In the matter and telling him 
that he will be backed up by the state 
In whatever measures he finds It nec- 
essary to take In carrying them out. 


OHIO'S GOVERNOR ACTS 


AGAINST PRIZE FIGHT 


Columbus, O., Jan. 2S.—Action was 


taken by Gov. Nash today to prevent 
the Jeftrles-Ruhlin fight at Cincinnati 
on Feb. 15. The governor has been op- 
posed to the fight being held In the 
state and today he sent the following 
letter to Attorney General Sheets: 
"It has come to my knowledge that 
certain persons in Cincinnati are to 
conduct an enterprise In that city on 
the 10th of February next which has 
all the ear-marks of being a prize fight. 
Such an event would be a disgrace to 
the state of Ohio as well as a violation 
of law and I hereby authorize and re- 
quest you to take such steps and com-- 
mence such action at law, criminal or 
civil, as may be necessary to prevent 
this occurrence and in so doing to use 
the name of the state. 


"Very respectfully yours, 


"George K. Nash." 


This action was taken by the gover- 
nor In response to the solicitation of a 
number of leading attorneys of Cincin- 
nati. The petition in the case will be 
immediately filed In the courts at Cin- 
cinnati. The suit will be entitled the 
State ex rel, the Attorney General vs. 
J. J. Jeffries, Gus. Ruhlln, William N. 
Hobart, George Guggenheimer, Leo- 
pold Klelbolt, Barnard Bettman. George 
F. Dleterle. F. A. Lee, Fenton T. Law- 
son. Rev. B. A. Blsenlohr and 30 others 
associates In the management of the 
Cincinnati Saengerfest company. The 
form of the suit will be a petition for 
an Injunction 
against 
the 
persons 
named based on the claim that they 
are about to perpetrate a public nuis- 
ance. It is on this claim of nuisance 
that it Is hoped to avoid the question 
ofjwhether the contest Is a prize fight 
or a boxing contest. 


Injunction Proceedings. 


Cincinnati,- Jan. 29.^-The attorneys 


who were in consultation' with Qov. 
Nash and Attorney General Sheets at 
the state capltol today In reference to 
the proposed Jeffrles-Ruhlln fight In 
this city, returned to Cincinnati to- 
night, but too late to file the petition 
for an injunction. The suit against the 
directors and members of. the Saenger- 
fest Athletic club- will be brought in 
one of the local courts. One of the 
local judges recently Instructed the 
grand jury to bring Indictments against 
the members of the Saengerfest associ- 
ation and the promoters of the fight 
feel that they would be enjoined at 
once If the Injunction was asked for 
In his court. The dispositions of the 
different Judges have been much com- 
mented upon today and It is thought by 
some that there are one or two judges 
who approve of the Instructions to the 
grand Jury, though It Is said that most 
of the judges here did not approve of 
that action. 
At any rate, according to the street 
talk tonight much depends upon the 
judge before whom the petition for an 
Injunction Is heard. As the attorneys 
who present the petition represent the 
ministers and all others opposing the 
prize fight, It Is generally conceded 
that they will go Into the court In 
which they think they have the best 


chance to secure an Injunction. 


While the drift of local opinion Is 
that the fight will be pulled off here on 
Feb. 15, yet the proceedings In Colum- 
bus today throw another obstacle In 
the way of the promoters. It Is be- 
lieved the athletic association will reply 
to the petition promptly without claim- 
ing time for preparation so that all 
doubt will be removed as soon as pos- 
sible. It Is thought that the present 
legal proceedings will be over within 
two or three days. 


The suit to enjoin the Jeffrles-Ruh- 


lln fight at Cincinnati will be filed In 
the common pleas court ot Hamilton 
county tomorrow morning. The peti- 
tion, which Is a voluminous document, 
WHS completed this afternoon. 
The 
Saengerfest Athletic association, the 
principals 
In 
the fight and their 


managers and the Cincinnati Zoological 
company, which owns the ground on 
which Saengerfest hall, where Is Is 
proposed to have the fight, Is situated, 
will be made defendants. The petition 
will recite that the proposed boxing 
contest "Is a 
public nuisance and 
aealnst the peace and dignity of the 
state." 


Late tonight both Jeffries and Ruhlln 


were-arrested on a warrant sworn out 
by several persons Interested In the 
coming fight, who»acted at the Instiga- 
tion of the Saengerfest Athletic asso- 
ciation, charging them with being in 
training for a prize fight, which Is a 
violation of the law in this state. The 
two fighters were taken before Squire 
Robellng, who released them on bond 
furnished by one James Wilder. A test 
case Is to be made of the arrest. Rob- 
ellng Is a magistrate In Delhi township, 
with an office not far from Jeffries' 
training quarters. 
' 
• 


Among the allegations that will be 


made In support of this claim Is that 
the event would attract a large number 
of "toughs" to Cincinnati. Attorney 
General Sheets Is confident that the 
Injunction will be allowed, but In the 
event that it Is not, appeal will bo Im- 
mediately taken to higher courts. 
The sales of seats for the Jeffrles- 


Ruhlln contest opened early this morn- 
Ing and passed all expectations. Over 
$8.000 worth of seats were disposed of 
within the first hour. Manager Cook 
stated tonight that the sale for the 
day was about $20,000. There were sev- 
eral applicants for $5 seats, but no gen- 
eral admission tickets will be sold un- 
til the day of the contest. No scats 
have been reserved on orders nor will 
there be until the local demand has 
been satisfied. Manager Cook has re- 
ceived orders for tickets from every 
state in the union, and he stated to- 
night that there would be over $100,000 
In the hall on the night of the fight. 
Both fighters took things easy today.

KERR'S PLEA 


Fourth Paterson Man Is Liable to 


Sentence of 15 Years Imprison- 


ment at Hard Labor. 


Patterson, N. J., Jan. 28.—George J. 
Kerr, who was Jointly. Indicted with 
McAllster. 'Campbell and Death on a 
charge of rape and murder In the first 
degree, In connection with the death of 
Jennie Bosschleter, was unexpectedly 
brought Into court today before Judge 
Dlxon, when he pleaded non-vult to the 
charge of rape. The plea was accept- 
ed and Kerr was remanded for sentence. 
He can receive a sentence of 15 years. 
Prosecutor Emly announced today 
that he would have McAllster, Kerr, 
Campbell and Death arraigned In court 
tomorrow and would move that sen- 
tence be pronounced at once. 
It is the general opinion here that all 


the prisoners except Kerr will receive 
the extreme penalty for murder In the 
second degree of which they were con- 
victed. The full penalty Is 30 years 
Imprisonment at hard'labor. It is also 
believed that Kerr will be sentenced 
to the full" penalty of the law on the 
charge to which he has pleaded non 
vult which Is 15 years Imprisonment at 
hard labor. 
'Kerr'p plea of non vult contendre to 
the charge of rape has the same effect 
as a plea of guilty although techni- 
cally'It Is not an admission of the [ 
crime. In effect it is an announcement' 
that no defense would have been offer- ! 
ed on trial. In view of the acceptance' 
Of this plea oh the charge of rape, Kerr 
will not be called upon to answer the 
Indictment accusing him ot murder. 


COLONISTS FOR CALIFORNIA. 


New Southern Pacific Bates are Rec- 
ord Breakers. 


San Francisco, Jan. 38.—President 


Charles L, Hajs. of the Southern Pa- 
cific, made his first great official move, 
whent he ordered the rates for colonists 
from the east to California 'slashed 
down to a maximum of $25 from all 
points west of the Missouri river. 
President Hays says, practically:

The officers are to Inform the soldiers of 
their platoons before the action ' begins 
where they are to direct their fire; and 
they are to take a good aim to destroy 
their adversaries. 
"There Is no necessity for firing very 
fast. 
A cool, well-leveled lire, with the 


pieces carefully loaded, is much more de- 
structive and formidable than the quick- 
est lire In confusion. 
(The soldiers are 
to take their orders entirely from the of- 
llecr of their platoon, and he Is to give 
them with all possible coolness and reso- 
lution.) 
The misbehavior of any othur 


corps will not affect this battalion, bo- 
cuuao the ofl'lcers are determined to give 
the strongest proofs of their fidelity, zeal 
and courage, In wtilch tho soldiers will 
second them with their usual spirit. 


"Tho men should consider that they are 


upon the point of entering Into a war for 
the defense of their country; that a drunk- 
en, vicious, Irregular army Is but a poor 
defense to a state; 
but their virtues, 


courage and obedience arc a sure guard 
111 all assaults; they should, therefore, 
always be ready to perform their pa'-t 
with honor and spirit, and not givo them- 
selves up to any excess or Irregularity. 
In times like these both officers and sol- 
diers should particularly exert themselves 
In every part of the duty, and show their 
country that they deservo its esteem and- 
admiration by their zeal, fidelity and 
valor."

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CONGRESS AND THE PHILIPPINES. 


W 


'HATEVER has been done In the way of Ameri- 


can government in the Philippines has been 
provisional. Before the American conquest of 
the Spaniards in the Islands was completed, the 


protocol of peace with Spain was signed; and before the 
formal transfer of the islands to the sovereignty of the 
United States was arranged by .the treaty of peace, the 
insurrection of the Tagals against our troops was in full 
activity. 
At the time of the outbreak Senator Teller 


the general sentiment in declaring that the es- 


tablishment of civil government in the islands had been 
Indefinitely postponed, and from that time to this con- 
gress has made no effort to exercise Its power in ar- 
ranging for the government of this portion of the nationa 
territory. . The rule of the islands has been by the presi- 
dent, commander in chief of the army, acting at first 
through a military officer and later through a civil com- 
mission, In the same way that the affairs of a captured 
city would be regulated or any territory governed that 
had .come into the possession of this nation and for which 


3 congress had provided no other system. That such a sys- 


tem is legal and legitimate cannot fairly be denied, and 
It there is any blame due for its continuance it should 
fall on congress for its delay, and not upon the president 
who has done nothing that was not a part of his official 
duly under the circumstances. 


But congress has wisely taken the view that the 


president could be trusted, that he was in full possession 
of the facts, and that he would request action of con- 
gress at the earliest moment consistent with the public 
interests. Anyone who is willing to judge the president 
by what he has said and what he has done, can find no 


_ reason for a belief that he has intended anything else 


than an honest carrying out of the policy outlined in the 
Republican platform, "the largest measure of self govern- 
ment consistent with their welfare and our duties." Any- 


. thing Inconsistent with this declaration exists only in 
* the speeches of radical Republicans for which neither the 


president nor the party 
is responsible, and in the 


misrepresentations of political opponents who have been 


r unwilling to judge the facts or the president with falr- 
1 ness.

* is for congress to decide. The president has done his 


duty in informing congress of the situation in the isl- 


I lands, and it is for congress to take the next step accord- 


ing to its ideas of what Is required for the general in- 
r terests. 


quence and oratorical ability will not suffice to

down the solid wall which stands in the face of hi 
argument. There is no Filipino nation; no Filipino peo 
pie in the sense Mr. Towne uses the term. The imme 
diate cessation of hostilities depends only upon the re 
solve of the Tagal insurgents to stop attacking the Amer 
leans and to observe the laws against such crimes as 
murder, robbery, assault, arson, 
bribe taking

bribe giving. The interests of the United States and th< 
Interests of the people of the Philippine islands are ab 
solutely incompatible with Filipino independence, and Mr 
Towne's resolution is simply the offer of an impossible 
solution based upon supposed conditions that do no1 
exist. 


No amount of arguing and no degree of eloquence can 


change these facts. After Mr. Towne has made his 
speech the conditions in Luzon will be exactly what they 
are now, and we are glad to feel assured that he will not 
alter the course of our government in any particular.

in area, is Victoria. It is half as large as California and o 
nearly equal population. As one of the federated states 
of the new Australian commonwealth it has a brillian 
prospect for the future, and it will be a permanent honor 
to the queen whose name it bears. 


One of the seats of British power in the far east is 


the island of Hong-kong which has a population of mori 
than 200,000 persons. The great majority of these livi 
in the city of Victoria, and although the settlement is 
commonly referred to by the name of the island and no 
by the name of the city, the queen's name has been per 
manently stamped upon the geography of Asia at this 
point. , 


Some three hundred miles north of Rio de Janeiro on 


the sea coast of Brazil, is the city of Victoria, capital of th 
province of Espiritu Santo. It has a population of 7,000 
There is still another city in Brazil called Victoria, which 
is located near Pernambuco, and is said to have been 
named on account of a victory gained there in 1645. 


The city of Victoria, capital of the state of Tamaulipas 


in Mexico, is also probably to be referred to 
victory 


rather than to Victoria, queen of England. 


Somewhat larger than Colorado Springs is the city 


of Victoria, capital of British Columbia. It is situated a 
the southeast extremity of Vancouver Island, and its loca- 
tion, its fine harbor and its growing commercial interests 
mark it for one of the great cities of the North American 
Pacific coast. 


In the United States the largest Victoria is the county 


seat of Victoria county, Texas, and the town has a popu- 
lation of 4,000. There is no information at hand to show 
whether the name is of English or Spanish origin. Post- 
offices of this name are located in Alabama, Florida, 
Georgia, Illinois, Kansas, Kentucky, Louisiana,' Michigan, 
Minnesota, Mississippi, Missouri, New Jersey, New Mexico, 
North Carolina, Ohio, Pennsylvania, Tennessee and 
Wyoming. 


The great falls of the Zambesi river In South Africa, 


caHed by the natives "Roaring Smoke," have been named 
Victoria falls by Europeans. The falls are said to be 
nearly a mllejn width and 400 feet in depth. , 


Victoria land is a region of fire and ice in the far 


Antarctic regions. Its volcanoes, Erebus and Terror, are 
familiar to geographical students and there are other 
lofty mountains covered with eternal snows to their 
bases. 


The largest lake In Africa, the second largest body of 


fresh water In the world 'and the principal source of the 
Nile, is Victoria Nyanza.', It is 3,880 feet above sea level 
and the equator passes across it Near it are other lakes, 
two of which are named Albert Nyanza and Albert Ed- 
ward Nyanza, in honor respectively of the queen's hus- 
band and of the present king, of England, once Albert 
Edward, Prince of Wales. 


And finally to stray from geography to botany, the 


queen of flowers, the transcendant water lily,' is the Vic- 
toria regia. Its leaves are from six to ten feet In diameter 
and Its flowers measure from ten to fifteen inches across. 


It is probable that no other person of modern times 


ever left so widespread an impression upon geography 
as did this queen. The length of her reign, the marvelous 
development of geographical discovery, the successful 
colonizing of (he British race, and the universal es- 
teem In which she was held, all contributed to fix her 
name in local nomenclature until it may be truthfully said 
that the sun never sets upon Victoria.

coln's door," says Colonel Charles 'P.

"He himself came to open It, and 
after a friendly greeting ushered me in- 
to the family sitting room. v Mrs. Lin- 
coln was there, reading aloud to her son 
Robert, then a stout lad of ten, : or 
twelve.

Then with a. smile, 
half quizzical, half kindly, 'I read it 
every morning to find out what tune it 
plays for the day.'

Button, a relative of Judge Douglas, as 
well as a newspaper man.'

Kansas City, Jan. 28.—At the office of 
the Standard Oil company In the south- 
ern part of the city this afternoon a 
young man forced W. E. Irvine, the 
cashier, at the point of a revolver, In- 
to a closet and after locking him in 
made off with between {600 and $700 In 
cash.

SENATE PROCEEDINGS AND 


SUMMARY OF THE SPEECH 


Washington, Jan. 28. — The senate 


turned from the grind of appropriations 
to listen to a speech, which partook of 
tho character of an oration, by Mr. 
Towne of Minnesota. Since he entered 
the senate a few weeks ago on appoint- 
ment of Gov. Llnd, the young Mlnnc- 
sotan has had little opportunity to dis- 
play his talents. As his reputation as 
an orator had preceded him, there was 
much Interest 
In his speech 
today, 


which was in advocacy of his resolu- 
tion for a cessation of, hostilities In the 
Philippines. The floor was crowded 
with senators and 'members of the 
house of representatives. The galleries, 
public and private,' swere crowded to 
overflowing. The senators on the Dem- 
ocratic side gave Mr. Towne marked at- 
tention. On the Republican side the at- 
tention was less noticeable, although 
Mr. Hoar and Mr. Hale at first fol- 
lowed the speech olosely, at times1' ex- 
changing smiling comment on some of 
the utterances. Mr. Towne's style of 
delivery was clear' and forcible.'? Al- 
though restricted by manuscript, he 
had the subject well in hand, and r'dlled 
out the fine periods with a fervor that 
that sent them echoing through the 
chamber. The speech abounded in 
apostrophes to liberty and patriotism 
and scathing and scornful arraignment 
of the policy by which the Filipinos 
were being annihilated. 
Immediately 


following Mr. Towne'a speech the cre- 
dentials of his successor, Mr. Clapp of 
Minnesota, were presented and after 
being sworn in the new senator took 
his seat and Mr. To'wne retired. 
The rest of the 'day was devoted to 


the Indian appropriation bill, the dis- 
cussion turning on irrigation and little 
progress being made.. 


MB. TOWNE'S SPEECH. 


In opening his address, Mr. Towne re- 


ferred to the petition presented to the sen- 
ate a few days ago by 2,006 Filipinos for 
a cessation of hostilities and for the 
granting of Independence to the people of 
the Philippines. He maintained It would 
"prove a quickening appeal to the ancient 
spirit of the republic, or Its rejection must 
dedicate the twentieth century to a' re- 
action prejudicial, If not fatal, to free In- 
stitutions." 
' 
. . 
' 
While discussing events which led the 
United States ' forces to the Philippines, 
Mn Towne referred ;wlth particularity to 
the charge that Agulnaldo had "old his 
country to the. Spaniards for a bribe. He 
declared the accusation was "gratuitous 
In Its- culumny, when we consider that the 
official publications of our own govern- 
ment contradict and destroy-it." 
The senator declared that "we were In 


alliance with the Filipinos, an alliance 
sought by. ourselves, availed of by us for 
our own 'advantage, and finally, to our 
everlasting shame, In the estimation of 
honorable men, repudiated by us when we 
found It no longer necessary and when lust 
of empire had so blunted our moral sen- 
sibilities that we could mount from an act 
ot perfidy to the grand larceny of a na-

Dewey's Denial. 
tion. 


Referring to Admiral Dewey's denial that 


he had ever treated the insurgents as al- 
lies, Mr. Town said sarcastically: "I fear* 
the honest sailor's terminology has suffer- 
ed from recent contact with the nice- 
discriminations of administration diplo- 
macy."

DscuBslng the acquisition of the Philip- 


pines, Senator Towne Bald: 


• "It 'is not easy, to fix with accuracy the 
time when the design' was formed to take 
forcible possession , of the Philippine Is- 
lands, not to ascertain the mind in whose 


The third article , of 
Spain reads: 


Mr. Towne declared that upon the ar- 
rival of General Merrltt at Manila " a dis- 
tinct change In tone was observed" be- 
tween the United States officials and the 
Filipinos, the altered attitude being so 
marked as to force the conclusion "that 
part of General Merrill's prearranged task 
was to maneuver out of an awkward 
friendliness with Agulnaldo, and thus1 to 
reach a footing for the convenient de- 
velopment of some secret policy with 
which he had come fresh-freighted from 
Washington." 


If there was doubt of the prearrange- 
ment of the plan, It was banished, in Mr. 
Towne's opinion, by the president himself. 


the protocol with 


"The United States will' occupy and hold 


the city, bay and harbor of Manila, pend- 
ing the conclusion of a treaty of peace, 
which shall determine the control, dispo- 
sition and government of the Philippines." 


Yet, despite that definite provision, the 
president, the senator urged, Issued on De- 
cember 21, 1898, his famous "benevolent 
assimilation" proclamation. 


Perfidy Charged. 


"Thus," he continued, "the dilemma is 
this: Either that article of the protocol 
does not mean what It says, or the presi- 
dent of the United States, In causing the 
Issuance of the proclamation to which I 
have referred, broke the plighted faith of 
this government. It Is not agreeable to 
me to use this language; but I devoutly 
believe that the republic Is at the gravest 
crisis In Its history, and I feel that a ne- 
cusary preliminary to Its getting safely 
out Is to pause the people to realize how 
It came to get In." 


Mr. Towne said of the president's proc- 


lamation that "among the roses of its soft 
rhetoric of love, Its fair speech about 
coming 'not as Invaders or conquerors, but 
as friends' of the 'mild sway of justice' 
and of 'benevolent assimilation,' the al- 
ready justly-awakened distrust of the Fil- 
ipinos clearly beheld the unsheathed and 
glittering steel of despotism." 


"If we are bent on slaughter," said he 


"let It be in open guise. If we lust for 
this people's land, let us not glaze our en- 
terprise with false and sinister pretense 
Rather let us bodily raise the somber flag 
of International piracy, whistle scruple 
down the wind and then close In upon our 
feeble victim to the cry of 'loot and 
glory.' ". 


Mr. Towne maintained that the United 
States was under the obligation of circum- 
stances, If not, Indeed, actual promise, and 
that among' nations tho former was quite 
aa binding as the latter. 


Progressive Government. 
Senator Towne then argued at length In 
support of the contention that the Fili- 
pinos were perfectly capable of governing 
themselves, pointing out that 80 per cent of 
the population of Luzon can read and 
wrlte,^ and holding that the government 
established by Agulnaldo 
was strong 


symmetrical and progressive, even In the 
difficult and disturbing conditions which 
surrounded It. He declared that the Fili- 
pino statesmen "would creditably meet 
almost any emergency of administration 
In even the most advanced government 
and would have dignified and ornamented 
the; early struggles for nationality of any 
people .known to history. 
. •'There.ls excellent reason to believe that 
even at this day the existing Filipino gov- 
ernment, low as It Is In estate and migra- 
tory to some extent as to location, exer- 
cises a wide and respected authority in the 
Philippine Inlands and Is obeyed quite gen- 
erally by tho local authorities In the In- 
terior, 
' : 


"There Is not the slightest ground for

| "Is It not clear," he Inquired, "that tho

than to kill the strongest of them, to 
earn the hatred of the survivors and to 
Impoverish all by desolating war?" 


Ho held that It was better to trade lib- 


erty to the Filipinos for security to tho 
United States In the Islands than to force 
"a sullen unwillingness Into slavlBh com- 
pliance with some of our customs" by 
the employment of an army of 100,000 
men. 


It was a habit of the defenders of the 


administration to sneer at the term "Im- 
perialism," he said, but It could not bo 
sneered away. 
; 


"Tou can have an imperialism without 
an emperor, just as the Romans found 
that they could have a. more than royal 
master though he did not bear the hatred 
named of king," asserted Mr. Towne. 


Seeds of Empire. 
"The retention of the Philippines will 


commit us to the whole programme of 
empire. There Is a law among nations, as 
Hamlet says there Is among men, toy 
which a bad appetite grows by what It 
feeds on. No nation In history has re- 
sisted it, and to every nation that 1ms 
yielded to It, It has brought disaster. 
Athens succumbed to It and perished. 
Rome Indulged the mad ambition and 
followed It to her doom. 
It was the 


ruin of Venice. It will work the destruc- 
tion of England, in my opinion, ere the 
close of this fateful century. Are we, with 
all the lessons of history before us, to 
prove the next victim of this Insatiate 
passion, tho greatest, most lamentable, 
most gratuitous saorlflca in all human 
tragedy? 


"I do not wish to convey the Impression 


that In my opinion tho present policy will 
»t one fell swoop convert this republic 
Into an empire In fact. But I do say that 
the seeds of empire lurk In till a policy and 
In time will bring them to tholr flower and 
fruit unless we make a seasonable pre- 
vention. 


"Godspeed the day when the American 


people, whose annals blaze with records of 
unequaled heroism and who again and al- 
ways. If some great cause demand It, 
would freely pay with life itself, the price 
of Its defense, shall have the moral cour- 
age to do their civic duty-a rarer thing 
than to face undaunted 
the cannon's 
mouth-and with their sovereign voice de- 
clare that this unholy war for greed and 
empire shall be stopped, and that no sol- 
dier of the United States shall ever again 
In all our history be sent to other lands 
to war on people fighting for their lib- 
erty. 


"I shall not willingly cease to dream 


of a twentieth century devoted to the 
demonstration, the first and only one In 
history, that 'a government of the people, 
for the people and by the p.ople' need 
net 'perish from the earth.1 There Is 
an Inspiration In that thought that to 
our beloved country may be reserved the 
culminating glory of 'the a EOS in crowning 
with success the long experiment of right- 
eous self-government." 


Mr., Towne closed at 3:15, having 
spoken just three hours. There was a 
round of applause shortly before he 
closed, which 
the 
presiding 
officer 


checked with a warning to the galleries, 
but-the galleries broke again into ap- 
plause as Mr. Towne closed. He was 
heartily congratulated by senators and 
representatives. Almost following Mr. 
Towne's speech, the credentials of his 
successor, Moses E. Clapp of Minne- 
sota were presented and he was duly 
sworn In. 


Simmons' Credentials. 


The credentials of Joseph W. Bailey, 
as senator from Texas, and of F. M. 
Simmons as senator from North Car- 
olina, were also presented. 
Mr. Mc- 


Comas (Md.) created something of a 
stir by moving that the credentials of 
the North Carolina senator be referred 
to the committee on privileges and elec- 
tions. . 


Mr. Hoar (Mass.) emphatically ob- 


jected, saying the people had the right 
to change the present complexion of 
the senate every two years and that 
there should be no Interruption in the 
reception of credentials except under 
most urgent conditions and after full 
explanations. 


Mr. McComas withdrew his motion on 


Mr. Chandler, chairman of the com- 
mittee on privileges and elections, giv- 
ing assurance that no rights would be 
waived by the present reading of the 
credentials. 


Irrigation. 


The Indian appropriation bill was 


then taken up, the pending amendment 
relating to Irrigation along the San 
Carlos river for the benefit of the In- 
dian lands. 


Mr. Spooner and Mr. Carter urged 


that the broad, general question of Ir- 
rigation should not be prejudiced by 
dealing with separate features of the 
subject. When the debate had run on 
some time Mr. Pettlgrew remarked 
ironically that he was convinced that 
the ship subsidy bill had been aban- 
doned by Republican senators as they 
had taken two days to discuss this 
minor amendment. 


The general subject of Irrigation was 
discussed, Mr. Jones (Ark.) arguing 
that the subject was too Important to 
be dealt with In an amendment to the 
Indian bill and Mr. Teller urging that 
It could best be dealt with by applying 
It to special localities. 


Amendment Agreed To. 


The San Carlos Irrigation amendment 
was agreed to with changes providing 
that the surveys shall not commit the 
United States to the execution of the 
plan of irrigation. 


Mr. Thurston proposed an amend- 


ment authorizing a joint committee of 
three senators and three representa- 
tives to Investigate the questions of 
forests and agriculture on Indian reser- 
vations. This and several other amend- 
ments went over. 


Mr. Chandler save notltce that If the 


Indian appropriation bill was not dis- 
posed of tomorrow he would ask for 
night sessions. 


The senate at 6 o'clock, finding Itself 


without a quorum, adjourned.

She put her 


questions with fierceness and answered 
them herself without giving the gov- 
ernor time to utter a complete sen- 
tence In his own defense. 


Discussion of Methods. 


Mrs. 
Nation accused Governor Stan- 
ley of branding her a law breaker and 
demanded to know If he had a bet- 
ter method than she of ridding the 
state of saloons. 


"Do you think my method Is right?" 
she asked. 


"No, I don't," replied the governor. 
Well, governor, have you a better 
one?" 


As the governor turned In his chair 


to make answer every one listened In- 
tently. 


"No, I don't think I have," he final- 
ly answered. 


Continuing, he managed to edge in 
a few words more. 
,,rW,hat can J <J.°? I am powerless. 
The law does not allow me to do what 
I desire. 
The law gives me no priv- 
ileges. 
What can I do?" 


"If necessary call out tho militia," 
was Mrs. Nation's reply. 


Boused His Anger. 


Then the crusader began a philippic 
that caused Governor Stanley's anger 
to rise and the crowd grouped about 
his desk to look on In wonder. 


"You can close .evtry Joint In Kansas 


If you will, Governor Stanley," she 
said with force. 
"You can do it If 
you want to, but you won't. 
You are 
a law breaker yourself If you don't 
You^took the oath of office to keep the 


As Mrs. Nation proceeded she be- 
came more vehement and her voice 
qluvered. 
She rose from her chair 


and looked full In the face of Governor 
Stanley, and,.pointing her filnger at 
him called him "law breaker" and "per- 
jurer" without the least show of fear. 
She repeated these words of accusa- 
tion again and again. 
He tried to 
make 
reply but she gave 
him no 
chance, the words of Invective pour- 
Ing from her with a rush that would 
not be stemmed. 


The Boom in an Uproar. 
Finally, his temper gone, Governor 
Stanley arose from his seat and shout- 
ed back: 


"You 
cannot come here 
and 
talk 
that way to me. 
You cannot talk tc 


ma this way, I say. You are a wo. 
man but I won't stand It. 
You will 
have to leave here If you cannot 
" 
"I am a mother. 
I am a grandmoth- 


er, and I represent the mothers of the 
state." 


"You dont, you don't represent them," 
almost shouted the governor. 


The words flew back and forth with 
such fierceness that it was impossible' 
to distinguish them. 
The room was 
in an uproar. 


Then Mrs. Nation talked more calnu 


ly, pleaded with the governor to aid1 
her, 


"You 
come with me and help smash 
saloons," she urged, and she added- 
"If you won't help us. If you won't 
help me, I'll go around and I'll smash, 
smash, smash, governor.

Joy, and, thanking the governor, start- 
ed for the offlco of Attorney Ooddord. 
The attorney general

but she forced her way into hli pri- 
vate office and introduced herself with 
these words: 


"We want you to close these Joints, 
these murder shops." 
She demanded 
that he remove those officials who ne- 
glected their duty h» allowing the sa- 
loons to run and when he evaded her 
direct questions, and referred her to 
the county attorney, 
Mrs. Notion 
asked: 


"Mr. Attorney General, you're not 
dodging, are you? 
Now don't dodge." 


County Officials Next. 


With a parting Injunction to do what 
he had sworn to do on taking his 
oath, Mrs. Nation, followed by an armr 
of people with a body guard of news- 
paper men, started for the county at-, 
torney's office.

The sheriff was 'in a rage and at 
last boiling over with anger under her 
scorching attack, he broke away and 
rushing toward a newspaper man In 
the crowd who had pointed at him, 
seized the offender's collar and made 
a motion to strike him.

Nation's side, asked her to bis private 
office to continue the argument alone. 
Ihe chief of police was picked out 


for the next onslaught but big'offIce 
was found locked and Mrs. Nation ha- . 
rangued a crowd that had gathered 
in the street near the jail.

enterprises In the Black Hills will be 
the result. The Hardln brother! or- 1 
ganised five companies about 
four ' 


years ago to operate on ground In the 
Two Bit district—Expensive-machin- 
ery was purchased for hoisting plants 
and for a tlmn the camp was vefy live- 
ly. The companies worked for nearly. 
a year and then commenced to close 
down, one by one. The reason for the 
closing down, as learned now, was that • 
a few of the principal owners of stock 
In the Companies, residing In Chicago, 
determined to play e. fre«ze-out game 
with the smaller stockholders. James 
Hardln saw how things were going and 
he prevented the plans of the big men 
from wdrklngvby consolidating the In- 
teresls of all of the small holders of .
